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AFTER APIA’S GREAT STORM 


TAKING OARE OF THE SHIP- 
WRECKED MEN. 

FEW QF THE BODIES OF THOSE LOST 
RECOVERED—THE SITUATION OF THE 
CONTENDING PARTIES.

Apia, Samoa, March 30, via San Francisco, 

April 14.—After the storm of March 16 had 

subsided, and after the officers and crews of the 


wrecked vessels haa come ashore, the evidence 
of the awful destruction was presented on every 
side. The German survivors remained in that 
part of the town where the preperty of the 
German Trading Company is situated, but the 
Americans were to be seen everywhere. The 
Olficers had lost their uniforms and were dressed 
as common sailors. 

Admiral Kimberly was the last to leave the 
Ameri@an flagship Trenton. He went at once 
te somes rooms which had been provided for 
him in the house of an American resident. 
The Associated Presa correspondent found the 
Admiral, a few hours later, sitting alone on the 
porch of a smali house tacing the harbor. 
There was an expreasion of great anxiety on 
his face as he sat watching the wreck of the 
American. man-of-war. 

“Is it not awful?” he remarked to the cor- 
Tespondent. “In all my experience on sea I 
lave never seen a storm toequal thisone. I 
can hardly realize yet the full extent of damage 
which has been dune. My chief anxiety now is 
to get these eight or nine hundred sailors back 
toA merica. it would be of no use for them to 
Femain here, and [I must get them home as 
gree as possible. I shall either telegraph to 

ashington for a steamer to be sent from San 
Francisco to take the men back or I will charter 
® Swamer in Auckland. They must get back 
soon ia some way.” 

The Admiral was asked in regard to his own 
experience during the storm, but had little to 
sey of a personal nature. He continued: 

“The fires of the Trenton went out at 10 
o’clock in the morning, and our rudder and pro- 
Deller were carried away at the same time. . No 
one can realize the force with which the rudder 
Was struck. I suppese a piece of wreckage 
fouled it. The pilot wheel whirled around with 


terrible welocity; every spoke in it was broken,’ 


and ene of the men at the wheel had a leg 
broken. Great volumes of water poured in 
upun the berth deck through the hawse pipes 
aud the tirereom was soon flooded and 
the fires were put out. Tne hawse pipes 
should never have been placed wheré they were. 
It was a piece of faulty construction which the 
Government officiais hadi been asked te remedy 
several times. If they had been situated on the 
deck above the water would not have come in. 
Iconsider this as indirectiy the cause of the 
loss of the Trenton. After our steam gave out 
we used the storm sail and sent the men into 
the rigging and used them as sails. The ship 
was handled skillfally. . It would have been im- 

ssible for us to steam out of the harbor ae the 
Calliope did, as our enzines were not powerful 
enough, We had on every pound of steam that 
we could carry, and with three anchors out we 
‘were not able to hold up against the storm. We 
fought against it as long as we could do.so, but 
wore tibally driven back upon the shore.” 

The Admiral spoke feelingly of the death of 
Oapt. Schoonmaker and other officers and men 
who perisned. 

The confusion which was present every where 
in Apia@uring the first few daysafter the storm 
had disappeared at the end of the week. The 
quarters of the shipwrecked sailors had been 
Made more comfurtable and the daily routine 
duty was properly attended to. Consul Blaok- 
lock’s ordera prohibiting the saie of liquor to 
sailors had a good effect, and very few drunken 
mien were to be seen. The town is still under 
marine guard in charge of Capt.- Huntington, 
and Mataafa’s police have also assiated in main- 
taining order. The men from the Trenton and 
Vandalia have separate barracks, and have 
erected temporary tents for shelter. The Nip-ic 
men are atill living aboard their vesse), and the 
German survivors are quartered in & Warehouse 
belonging to a German tirm. _. : 

Working parties are kept. busy all the time on 
the wrecka of the Trenton and Vandalia, 
of every deseription wasbed ashore from the 
vorsels are plied together in a large yard, 
Divers have been at work, and many articies 
were saved in that way. The safes from both 
Vessels, containing large amounts of money, 
were recovered. The smokestack of, the Van- 
dalia has been removed, and it will be 

laced on the Nipsic, ag the latter ship lost 

er smokestack in collision with the Olga. 

Thedivi-rs aiso have been making an «x- 
amination of the Nipsic, and haves discovered 
that her keel had beeu carried away. it has 
not yet been ascertained whether the Nipsie 
‘will be able toleavethe harbor or not. Ad- 
miral Kimberly is most anxious te get her 
away and send her to Auckland or San Fran- 
eisce for repairs, if he is satisfied she can stand 
the trip. Sbheis not likely to leave, however, 
until the arrival ef some other man-ol-war. The 
Monongabela atid Mohican are expected to ar- 
rive here soon. 

King Mataafa came down trom his camp a 
few days ago. 4A light rain nad fallen the night 
before and the water had leaked into many 
of tne tents occupied by sailors. Mataafa 
pointed out to Admiral Kimberly the danger ef 
sickness breaking out along the men on ac- 
count of this exposure, and, on behalf of his 
own people, he offered to vacate all the Samoan 
houses in Apia and allow the American sailors 
to have the use of them. Admiral Kimberly 
thanked Mataafa warmly, but stated to him 
that if woulkl be almost impossible to eontrel 
the men if they were scattered uround among 
the native houses. Ho promised to consider the 
offer, however, if the situation became more 
pressing. , 

Thereis no immediate danger of the supply 
of provisions being exhausted. Several par- 
ties with whom contracts hare been: made 
fer the feeding of men have pienty of pro- 
Visions on hand, and the steamer. Labecx will 
arrive from Sydney ina few days and a fresh 
supply will be obtained fromm her. 

The officers and men of the Vandalia lost 
nearly everything, and a great manyon the 
Trenton fared but little better. The dfticers are 
scattered all over the town and have secured 
such accommodation, as they can find. Many 
pre living in nativo houses, bere has been no 
local government in Apia for many months, 
Owing to the wars between the natives, conse- 
quently the sanitary condition of the town is 
very poor. The little streams are choked up 
with vegetation, which has been allowed to 
grow withort check, and the garbage is emp- 
tied everywhere. The immediate qnarters ‘of 
the nen are kept as clean as possible, and a 
great effort is being made to prevent disease, 
Out the men are obliged to work on the wrecks 
in the hot sun, and there is considerable danger 
of fever. 

Aitnough 146 men lost their lives during the 
Storm, there have net been more than forty 
bodies recevered. For the first. day or two 
bodies of Americans were buried in a cemetery 
connected with the London mission, and the 
bodies of the Germans were buried in the 
French Catholic Cemetery, but it soon became 
impossible to identify the bodies, and, owing to 
the warm climate, it was necessary to bury them 
where they were found. A number of rough 
cotlins were made, but several bodies were 
buried in the native mats. Some of. the bodies 
were terribly mutilated by beating for hours 
agaiuet the coral reefs. 

Paymaster Arms’s body was recovered two 
days afterthe storm. It was positively identi- 
ted by the clothing and the ring. which he wore. 
The body wasin a terrible condition, and was 
buried In mats where it was washed ashore. 
tome of the natives also found a body about the 
sauie timé four miles up the coast, and from 
the description which they gave it was believed 
to be that of Capt. Schoonmaker, but the iden- 
tification was not positive. The bodiesuf Lieut. 
Sution and Pay Clerk Reach have not been re- 
covered. : 

Friday, Mareb 22, the Germans held memo- 
rial service at the Frencb Catholic churoh. Ad- 
miral Kimberly, Capt. Farquebar, Consul Black- 
lock, and: many other Americans attended, and 
a guard of honor from the Unted States war 
ships were also present. The American memu- 
rial services were held Sunday, March 24, ina 
large yard in which the Trenton men have their 
quarters. The seryices were very brief, and 
were conducted by Chaplain MoAllister of the 
Trenton. Over seven hundred men from the 
three American men-of-war were present, but 
none of the German officers attended. 

The storm dves not.seem to have changed the 
political situxtion of Ramoa seo far as the na- 
tives are concerned, Both the parties are still 
encamped in the same positions they have occu- 

ied for several Months past. Mataafa’s men 

iave not given the slightest intimation thas 
they intended to take advantage of the unpre- 
pared condition of the Germans, and it is not 
thought they will make any attack on Tama- 
sese’s: force pending the Berlin cenference. 
be German Consul, Dr, Knappe, is still pursu- 
jog a spiteful course, which has always charae- 
terized his acministration of the affairs 
here, notwithstanding the noble work of the 
Samoaus in saving the lives of the Germans 
during the storm. Dr. Knappe posted printed 
notices afew days luter, declaring that the Sa- 
moans daliy steal the produce from the German 
antations and warning the public not to 
purchase anything trom them. Capt. Fritz has 
hot yet recovered trom tue injuries received 
during the storm. 
. The Associated Presse correspondent had an 
faterview with Mataafa and the principal cnisfs 
prior te the great storm in regard to the pro- 
4 cénterence in Germany. ie oe 
‘usset the matter freely, but. answered all 
] with great deliberation. While he diq 
seem to. believe that the conference would

representatives might be able to effect a solu- 
tion, of the present difficulty and restore the 
former Samoan Government, and insure peace 
and prosperity to the island. 

Mataafa declared that he had nothing to hope 
for from Germany, that all the wars among the 
natives in Samoa and bloodshed which had oc- 
curred during the last few months were due to 
German interference, and, that German repre- 
sentatives here had made so many maisstato- 
ments te him that he could no longer place any 
confidence in their promises or their professed 
desire for peace. . — 

Mataafa showed the correspondens the origi- 
nal letter written to him by Dr. Knappe, the 
German Consul, after the recent fignt between 
the Germans and the Samoans, in which letter 
the Consul addressed Mataafa as ‘* Your Majesty, 
the King;” declared that he desired that there 
be no more war between the Germans and 
Samoa, and made the proposal that ‘Samoans 
should rule over things on the islands pertain- 
ing to Samoa, and that Germany should rule 
over things pertaining to foreigners.’*’ Mataafa 
did not reply to Knappe’s last letter making the 

proposition for dual government. 

At the time this interview was held with 
Matasfa, the Trenton, with Admiral Kimberly 
aboard, had not reaehed Apia, and the natives 
were looking eagerly to the Admirai’s arrival. 
Matuaafa was asked by the Associated Press cor- 
respondent if he éxpeeted any assistance from 
the Ameriean Admiral, and he replied promptly 
that he was looking for such assistance, He did 
not say that he expected the Admiral to act as 
his ally in making war upon the Germans. 

In fact, he disavowed any desire to carry on 
the war against Tamasese’s forces. His chief 
desire seemed to be to bring the strifetoa 
close as quick as possible and to sllow tne 6,000 
wurriors now encamped behind the breast- 
works to return to their homes ard families 
and resume their peaceful ocoupations whieh 
they followed before King Malietoa was carried 
off by the German [orces. ; 

Matsafa stated that the assistance he ex- 
pected from Admiral Kimberiy he believed 
would come in the form of an emphatio protest 
against any further German interference. He 
believed the Admiral would force. the Germans 
to cease their operations against the natives, 
and also to require them to render no more as- 
sistance to ‘lamasese, which must thereby 
bring the war toa close, as Tamasese’s forces 
Were s0 greatly reduced that without assist- 
ance from the Germans there was little or noth- 
ing to fear from them. 

Mataafa isa large, finely-proportioned man 
and is about fifty years of age. e is regarded 
by the white residents of Samoa as far superior 
to his predecessor. His camp is situated ona 
high plateau about a mile ‘buck of Apia. The 
King’s headquarters are near the principal en- 
trance to the camp in an ordinary Samoan 
house, but little better than the other struct- 
ures that are scattered arounad it. 

Mataafa’s flag floats from a staffin front of 
the house, Long lines of stone breastworks ex- 

tend around the camp, Which, with steep aides 
which ascend to the plateau from the valleys 
and lowlands lying around it, make the position 
@ particularly strong one. A great number of 
cocoanut trees cover the entire enclosure, and 
there is a heavy growth of brush in the sur- 
rounding country. ° 

The Associated Press correspondent called on 
Mataafa again onthe day after the arrival ef 
Admiral Kimberly. The King said it was the 
happiest day of the year for all of the Samoans. 
Mataafa was asked to express his views in re- 
gard tothe possibility of a return to Samoa of 
the ex-King, Malietoa, who is now held asa 

risoner on Marshall Islands by the Germans. 

ataafa was asked if he would be satistied to 
see Matietoa brought baek to Samoa. 

“T would be most happy to see him back in 
Samoa,” replied the King, 

“In case of Malietoa’s return, would he be en- 
titled to resume his former place as the King of 
Samoa?’ 

“I am not able to answer that,” replied Ma- 
taafa. “I am a member of Malietoa’s family, 
and at the time he was deposed by the Germans 
was his principal chief. Just before he surren- 
dered to the German commander he handed 
over his office to me and left the administration 
of affairs in my hands. He appointed me his 
suecessor in every respect, and my people after- 
ward confirmed the appointment by electing 
me King, and I now hoid my office net only 
by virtue of Malictuva’s appuintment, but also 
by the votes of a majority of the Samoan peo- 
= In view of the fact that Malictoa resigned 

is office in my favor, be will not necessarily be- 
come King again in case he returned to his na- 
tive lana. Malietoa and myself weuld bave to 
determine between eurselves who should be 

ing, and, if he should return’ here, we would 
at once hola a conferénce for that purpose. Ff 
feel sure thore would be no serious controversy 
between us,” ‘ ; 

American and English residents who have 
lived in Samoaa great number of years and 
who are familiar with the political situation of 
the eountry appear to agree in tbe belief that, 
if.Malietoa returns there, he will make ne effort 
to resume bis former power, but will resign all 
claim of authority id favoref Mataafa, and ac- 
knowledge him as King of Samoa.

NAVAL OFFICERS’ COMMENTS. 
The receipt of the news giving in full the 
account of the loss of the American and Ger- 
man war shipsin Samoa was the all-absorbing 
topic with naval officers in the city yesterday. 
To nearly every one acquainted with the Tren- 
ton it was a matter of the greatest wonder that 


her engines could not breast the storm, and the 
only inference that can be drawn is that they 
must have deteriorated greatly from what they 
were when first put in her. 

The Trenton was the fastest vessel in the 
navy of {the wooden type, jand her engines, 
when putin in 1875 were considered marvels of 
strength and power. There wasatime when 
officers who had ever seen service on the Tren- 
ten were Willing to Wager that she could make 
16 knots per heur, and since that is the speed 
ascribed to the British cruiser Calliope, it is 
conjectured that the ‘Trenton could have 
escaped had her engines possessed their oid 
power. Had it been seme of the new steel 
cruisers that Were caught at Apia, they wouid 
all doubtless have made their escape. 

By a naval eificer the fury of toe storm is 
somewhat better understood where the corre- 
sponcent stated thatin attempting to ‘“ box” 
the Trenton off the reef as she was veing forced 
upen it the men were ordered into the weatner 
mizzen rigging, and that their présence there 
in a bedy worked the sbipoff ror the time being. 
In seamanship it is knuqwn that after every sail 
in the ship bas been reduced ina gale of wind 
and it becomes necessary to hold the vessel 
head to the wind or ‘‘heave her to,” an itis 
eulled, resort is had to placing tarpaulins in the 
weather mizzen rigxing. This is done especially 
when endeavoring to *:weur ship.” When the 
storm becomes so great that not even tarpaulins 
would hold there is but one resort, and that is 
the ordering of men into the weather rigging, 
so that the wind can act upon them as against 
asail. Recourse to this last resort was had it 
seems by the Trenton.” 

The naval cadets who arrived in San Francisco 
by the Alameda all belong, with the exception 
of Cadets Wiley, Stafford, and Le Jeune, to the 
Class of ’87. They have been on their two 
years’ cruise at sea, which is required of a 
graduate of Annapolis before he comes up for 
final examination for an officer’s commission, 
The examination will take place this year at 
Annapolis in the latter part of May. On 
aecount of the existing law, which only insures 
the first 10 in each elass being given commis- 
sions, some of these very cadets, whe have ex- 
perienced naval life in all its hardships, will be 
relegated to oivil life. Those who do not stand 
in the first 10, if they succeed in -passing their 
final examination, will be given $1,000 and aa 
honorable discharge. 

Naval Cadet Wiley, who had so narrow an 
escape from bein rowned, belonged formerly 
to the Class of ’87. While at the Naval Aocad- 
emy he had charges preferred against him by 
the Superintendent, who was then the present 
Commodere Ramsay, for hazing a “ candidate.” 
The court-martial found Cadet Wiley guilty of 
the charges and he was aropped from the serv- 
ice. Inasmuch as the regulations specified that 
dismissal for hazing meant dismissal for hazing 
a cadet, Mr. Wiley took his case to the Court of 
Claims, and on a decision of the Attorney Gen- 
eral was reinstated, with all baek pay. © was 
compelled, however, to go into the class below 
his own. On graduation Cadet Wiley was as 
a to the Mohican and later to the Wan- 

alia. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—The long and graphic 
report of the disaster at Samoa was read with a 


great deal of interest here. Naval officers gen- 
erally were of opinion this evening that no 
blame could be attached to any one for the less 
of ships and life. Commodore Walker, Chief of 
the Bureau.of Navigation and Acting Secretar 
of the Navy, probably voiced the general feel- 
ing when he said to-night: 

“Any man whe gives an opinion is simply 
guessing. We do not know just bow matters 
stood, and it would be merely guesswork to say 
what might have been done. It is impossible 
to teli much aboutit. There wassome fine men, 
excellent efficers, on the ships, and we know that 
the vessels were Jost. Admiral Kimberley is a 
aplendid offieer and a fine man, and Oapt. 

‘arquhar, Commander Mnuilan, and Capt. 
Schoonmaker of the Vandalia, who lost his life, 
are ali excellent oificers. They doubtiese did 
all they could. I think probably there is no 
blame to be attached to any one, 

“The management of the vessels,” Commodore 
Walker said, “ seemed to have been about the 
fame after the hurricane struck them. The 
mistake that seems to have been made, he 
said, was in staying inside the harbor, but this 
was @ ease of our hindsight being better 
than our foresight The vessels may not 
have ad time to get out. Thore was 
no telling, though, but what some of the 
vessels might have ene down. with ail on 
board even “if they had put to sea. It was 
—— however, that they would hsve pulled 

But there the judgment of the officers 
would come in, aud they no deabt did what

TO CUT DOWN THE POLES 


JHE RAID LIKBLY TO BE 
BEGUN 10-DAY. 
A CHANCE FOR UPPER BROADWAY AND 
SIXTH-AVENUE SOON TO BE CLEARED 
OF THE -WIRE NOISANCE. 
It is expected that Mayor Grant will issue 
an order to the Department of Public Works to- 


day to remove a large number of poles and 
wires belonging to the Western Union Com- 


| pany and the Metropolitan Telephone Company : 


along the lines of completed subways. The 
policy of the Mayor and the board will be to in- 
terfere as little as possible with the facilities of 
the telegraph company. Where there is. any 
solid objection to the subways, as on Park-row, 
where the cables have been injured by escaping 
steam from pipes contiguous to the conduits, 


‘the aerial lines will be allowed to remain 


until the defect is remedied. In Sixth- 
avenue, however, the Western Union cables 
are in position on the elevated railroad, 
and in Broadway the company has cables 
in the subway, from Twenty-third to Thirty- 
fourth street, where they connect with the 
elevated structure cables. The telephone com- 
pany has its wires in the subway, on both 
thoreughfares, and the Fire Department wires 
are also in the conduits, and working well. 
Every pole and wire on these thoroughfares, 
frem Fourteenth to Fifty-eighth street, can be 
safely removed, and itis understood that Mayor 
Grant and the board are determined to remove 
them. Arrangements have already been made 
by the Department of Public Works for the 
temporary lighting of Broadway and Sixth- 
avenue by gas, until theelectric light companies 
can make their connections frum the subways. 


‘It is more than probable that within ten days, 


every pole and wire will have disappeared from 
—— and Sixth-avenue within the limits 
no 

The Department of Public Works on Satar- 
day, on the order of Mayor Grant, issued at the 
—— of the Board of Electrical Control, cut 
and removed about ten thousand feet of wire 
belonging to the West Side Electric Light Com- 
pany and carted it to the Corporation Yard. 
This wire belonged to a company which asked 
fora franchise from the Board of Electrical 
Control months ago, but the franchise was 
never granted. In spite of this, the * West ide 
Company” ‘went to work and established a 
plant, with a dynamo, in Fifty-second- 
street, between Tenth and Eleventh ave- 
nues,. Then without troubling itself to 
get a permit from the board, which, of 
course, it could not get, as it was assuming 
to act without a franchise, it streteved its wires 
across the housetops to Eleventh-avenue, 
through Fitty-third-street, in Fiftieth-street aud 
Ninth-avenue, and in many other parts of this 
section of the city. No poles were erected, and 
it was some time before the agents of the Board 
of Electrical Control discovered that the law 
was being openly violated before their very 
eyes. The company was supplyinga number of 
fuctories and private houses with inoandesacent 
lights, and was presumably dving a profitable 
business, without the right to do It. 

Waen the board finally discovered what was 
being done, steps were taken with a view to 
removing the wires which had been surrepti- 
tiously stretched. Before the commissien was 
ready to act, however, Jay Gould secured the 
injunction from Judge Waliace forbidding the 
board to interfere with the Western Union 
wires, and although this did not cover the case 
of the West Side Company, it was deemed pru- 
dent to do nothing in the way of remvving any 
poles or wires until the legal points raised in 
the Western Union case were disposed of. The 
injunction was dissolved on Friday, and the 
right of the commission to act was clearly set 
forth in Judge Wallace’s decision, and on Sat- 
urday the West Side Company was astonished 
to find officers of the Department of Pubiio 
Works engaged vigorously in hacking its wires* 
wherever they could be traced. -‘This work will 
be continued to-day, and al. the wires pelonging 
to this company found stretched across house ° 
orn will be removed. oy 

be Metropolitan Telephone Company has 
notitied the board of Eleetrical Control that it 
has completed the work of piacing its under- 
ground cables in the Fourty-second-street sub- 
way from Sixth to Madison avenue, that the 
cables have been put into service, and thar it 
will begin dismantling the poles of their burden 
of wires at once. General Manager Eckert 
thinks that it will take about ten or twelve 
days to remove the poles. This is one of the 
highest and largest pole lines in the city, and 
was constructed only abeut two years ago. 
Its removal will make a great difference to the 
appearance of Forty-second-street. 





A WORD TO THE WISE.

Instead of resort- 
ing to the plan that some jess sagacious officers 
adopt, of fencing off inquiries for the press, he 
Meets them cordially, tells them all he can, and 
about matters on which he cannot speak he is 
courteous in declining to make statements. 


One writer, who has been a frequent visitor at 
his-otiice, tells a little story iliusirating his 
methods.

Ways easy tor areporter to reach the Secretary’s 
desk.

MURDERING A MURDERER. 

OPELIKA, Ala., April 14.—News has come 
from Hardwicksburg of the killing of Bailiff 
Miller by George Clarke, and the killing of the 
latter by the friends of the bailiff. On April 9 
Bailiff Miller was given a warrant for the arrest 
of George Clarke, a notorious desperado who 
for years has been a terror to that country. 


Miller found that Clarke had taken refuge in a 
cabin, fully armed for defense, 

The desperado warned Miller that. if he -ad- 
vanced a step he would be shot down. Nowith- 
standing this threat the bailiff continued to 
close in, when Clarke fired two shots at him, 
wounding him fatally. Clarke then fled the 
country. As soon asthe bailiff’s friends heard 
the news they went in pursuit. 

The chase was kept up until Friday, when 
Clarke was found in a cabin near shortersville. 
He was-called upon to surrender. He refused 
to do so, Several snots fired through the 
windows had the effect of stirring up the in- 
mates. All at once the cabin door opened and 
Clarke made a plunge toward a strip of woods 
which jay in front of the cabin, At almost 
every step he received a charge of buckshot and 
minié balls. He fell and died in a few 
minutes.

Young Scott has a very indistinct recollection 
of the bail hitting him. ‘I remember seeing 
the. ball eoming like lightning toward me," 
he said, *“‘and my trying to dodge it. After 
that [ knew nothing. The blow was like being 
hit with a fist. I did not even feel dizzy, but 
found I couldn’t speak. When the docter at 
the hospital asked me what was the matter L 
just managed to get out the words, ‘I can’t 
speak.’ To-day I have pains through my head 
and considerable dizziness, especialiy when I 
turh my head over or attempt to raise it.” Scott 
1s very popular among his classmates, and many 
called to-day to express their sympathy and 
offer their services. Dr. Wood last evening 
found that these visits had made his patient 
very nervous, and ordered that no one should 
be allowed to see him. 

Scott is a graduate of Ann Arbor University, 
and represented his college foranumber of 
years on the ball nine.

Marlow was atiusted man and had been em- 
ploved on the walk and about the office.

ad a balance of three years toserve. When 
the priseners were called to service in the 
chapel these men remained in their cells, and 
when the officer went: around they hid under 
the blankets. After all had gone up into the 
chapel Marlow opened the safe and secured a 
key to the; outer doer, which he opened. He 
then returned to the safe and took two revolv- 
ersand between $100 and $200 belonging to 
prisoners. None but Mariow was in prison 
garb, He, however, secured a suit of plain 
clothes from a closet. An officer heard a noise 
in the guardroom and, going down, found the 
door open and some outsiders coming out, but 
did not miss the prisoners for half an hour, 
when the services in the chapel were over.

Ke had placed the muzzie of a revolver in his 
mouth and shot himself through the head. 

Capt. Read was born in Colchester, Vt., Sept. 
16, 1843. He enlisted as a private in the 
Tenth Vermont Volunteers Ang, 4, 1862, and 
worked himself up by brave and meritori- 
ous service to the rank of Major. He was 
breveted March [3, 1865. He took part in the 
battles at Briston Station, Locust Grove, Mine 
Run, the Wiiderness campaign, the siege of 
Petersburg, and was severely wounded at 
Petersburg Mine July 30, 1864. He had been 
in the General Recruiting Service in the West 
and was commanding officer at Plattsburg 
Barracks for the last two years. He leaves a 
widow and three children. 





IMPORTED GLASS BLOWERS. 

PITTSBURG, April 14.—Twenty-five foreign 
glass blowers who sailed from Liverpool to Bos- 
ton and departed thence on Friday for Jean- 
vette, Penn., arrived in Pittsburg yesterday 
Morming via the roundabout Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie route through Ohio. They had their 
fare paid through to Jeannette, whichis over 
30 miles east of Pittsburg, on the Pennsylvania 
Road, and bad evidently gone into Ohio and 
then come east to avoid suspicion. In Pitts- 
burg they separated and went in little groups 
to. Jeannette. They hadn’t money enough in 
the whole company to pay for a breakfast or to 
put up a dollar and a half for the transter of all 
their baggage, yet they had genied that they 
were imported under a labor contract. 

They go to werk for Chambers & McKee, at 
Jeanette, Penn., under the tank system that 
made such havoc with labor in Belgium. There 
will be four tanks in that factory, each cupable 
of turning out the product of a 120-pot furnaee, 
80 that with only 2,000 men the factory car an- 
nually turn out 1,250,C00 boxes of window 
glass, enough to paralyze scores of ordinary 
factories with their workers. President Camp- 
bell says that as some of the workers are Bel- 
gians and have Knightsof Labor cards, the 
Window Glass Workers’ Association cannot

HE HAS RESIGNED FROM THE COMMIT- 

TEE AND HE FRANKLY EXPLAINS 
THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 


The lack of harmony between Mr. Ward 
McAllister and his coworkers on the Entertain- 
ment-Committee of the eoming Centennial cele- 
bration has resulted in the resignation of that 
gentleman as manager of the big ball and as a 
member of the committee. 


For some weeks past the committee, or at 
least a majority of its members, under the 
leadership of Mr. Stuyvesant Fish, its Chair- 
man, have been making things disagresable for 
Mr. McAllister by hedging ip the authority 
originally cenferred upon him as manager, and 
the situation had become almost one of open 
war. 

Mr. McAllister, by his own action, has now 
put an end to the hostilities. It became known 
yesterday that he contemplated resigning, and 
in an interview with him some interesting cor- 
respondence ahd afew no less interesting de- 
tails as to the late unpleasantness were ob- 
tained. ° 

“The entire opposition to my management 
of affairs,” said Mr. MoAllister, ‘came from 


Those gentiomen—and there were other mem- 
bers of the committee of similar mind—were 
determined to run the ball and banquet 


for personal glorification rather than with 
an eye to muking the affair a grand rep- 
resentative American celebratron. It was 
on this point that Mr. Gerry, Mr. Fish. and 
myseif could not agree. For instance, Mr. 
Gerry insisted that as Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee it was his privilege to preside 
at the bunquet, sitting between President Har- 
risen and Vice President Morton. I insisted 
ust as emphatically that as this cele- 
ration, including phe banquet,, was 
given by the people, with the peoples’ 
money, it was the people’s rignt to have their 
representative in the position of honor, andthat 
therefure Mayor Grant should be where Mr. 
Gerry wanted to be. As I was manayer of the ban- 
quet, with power to do so, Linvited the Mayor 
lo sit between the Presideut and Vice. Presi- 
dent, and he accepted my invitation, thus rele- 
gating Mr. Gerry to @ leas distinguished and 
more appropriate position. Hence his enmity 
toward me. 

“Now as to Mr. Fish. The cause of his dis- 
Pleasure was even more ludicrous than that 
which raised the ire of Mr. Gerry. Mr. Fish in- 
sisted that, as Chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee, it was his privilege to dance oppo- 
site to President Harrison in the opening quad- 
rille. Now, I eonsider Mr. Fish ‘a consummate 
ass,’ and told him that the position of honor he 
coveted should be filled by a man with some 
social distinction. Hence Mr. Fish has opposed 
me bitterly. 

“I continued to do what [considered my auty 
to tne city until the committee passed the 
resolutions which practically ended my useful- 
ness. On Friday [sent tothe Entertainment 
committee the following letter:

A GBNERAL STRIKE FEARED, 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO INSURANCE 


PLAN MAKES TROUBLE. 

PirrspurG, April 14.—There may be a general 
strike on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and 
ail its branches very soon if the prevailing 
sentiment of employes on the Pitssburg Division 
extends te all sections of the line, as it is 
alleged that it does. It all grows out of the 
new life insurance plan to which the 
company is trying to force every employe 
of any elass to subscripe. The circular an- 
nouncing this plan said it would take effect on 
and after April 1, but would not be compul- 
sory. The fact is, in trying to enforce 1g among 
employes here, it has already been made so 
compulsory that every man who, when offi- 
cially asked to sign a pelicy has refused, has 
found his .diecharge papers awaiting bim im- 
mediately thereafter. Three night crews in the 
yard and one day man here quit a week ago 
rather than sign, a number in the shops at 
Glenwood threw up jobs, and at least ten of the 
employes at Cennelisville declined to sign and 
were told to go. i 

The dissatisfaction extends along the full ex- 
tent of the line from Philadelphia to Chicago. 
Ou the Chicago Division the mon were given 
until to-day to decide whether they will join the 
insurance company or be discharged. By the 
present plan the employes are classified and 
each one pays aecording,to the salary he receives. 
A man who gots $35 a month pays $2 per month; 
one who receives $55 about $3, and soon. An 
engineer who makes $150 per month now pays 
$6 for the same time, against a rate of 
$5 in the old relief association. Before, 
the family of any member of 
train crew killed while on duty received $2,000. 
Now they will oniy get $1,500. In a similar 
manner the amount paid for the death of 
ewitchmen, yardmen, &e., killed on duty has 
been reduced from $1,000 to $700, and fora 
natural deatn trom $500 to $350, but the rate 
per month was lowered frem $1 50 to $1. In 
the main, the trouble is that the rates of some 
ewpleyes have been inereased with no increase 
of benefit, while the rates of others have been 
reduced, but the amounts paid at death have 
been cutdown. A number of tne local men 
were interviewed. Said an engineer; 

“Some of the clerks from Baltimore were in 
the eity a few days ago. The men are invited 
into the office and asked to sign a blank, If 
they refuse they are discharged. The clerks 
will bein the city again to-morrow, and they 
will ting plenty of men, principally switchmen, 
brakemen, yardmen,cleaners—and that class of 
ewpleyes’ jobs do not pa @ great deai— 
willing to quit rather than be buildozed. The 
men are thoroughly aroused, and it wouldn't 
take much to produce a strike. If the 
Chicago employes stand firm, I shouldn’t be 
surprised to see the men on the Eastern divis- 
jons stick to them. ‘This is a matter for the vari- 
ous brotherhoods to consider. If the brother- 
hoods favor a strike it will go, and the road will 
have to give in, if the men stand firm, as I be- 
lieve they will.” 

A brakeman said: “I haven’t signed yet, and 
Iam not so sure that I will, My job ts not so 
valuable that [ would sacrifice much for 1t. The 
employes regard the whole thing a8 a scheme 
to tilch them, and [, for one, am ready to strike 
unless these objectionable features are 
changed.”

OUR MINISTER TO TURKEY 


HE SECURES A TREATY OF 
NATURALIZATION, 

IT SUITS TURKBY AND THE STATE DE- 

‘ PARTMENT, BUT COL. E. F. SHEPARD 


SAYS IT IS “SCANDALOUS.” 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—When “Col.” Etliott 
F. Shepard was in Washington last week, after 
he had made some inquiries about the chances 
of getting a comfortable foreign mission, and 
after he had enjoyed the hospitality of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, he was inspired to write @ 
letter. With a degree of modesty entirely.cred- 
itable to a beginner in journalism, and perhaps 
with a proper sense of the share of credit dua 
to a colaborer, he did not sign this letter with 
his own name, but used the signature of 
‘“‘Rappleye,” that being the name of the 
gentieman who has undertaken to put 
the literary’ attempts of the editor of 
the Mail and Express into something 
like intelligible shape. As a seeker for 
diplomatic appointment, it apparently struck 
the visiting editor as necessary that he should 
display great partisan zeal.. In defending Pres- 
ident Harrison for having made more appoint 
ments in a given time than his predecessor had 
made, he roundly denounced Mr. Cleveland for 
having filled every office with “ rum-drinking 
Democracy,” and presently desoribed, without 
any apology, the matter-of-fact way in which 
the suecessor of Mr. Cieveland takes his dose of 


quininein Democratic “rum.” The main pur- 
pose of the letter,,howéver, seemed to be to 
make a ferocious but very clumsily disin- 
genuous attack upon Mr. Osear 8. Straus, the 
Minister to Turkey, in which the Minister was 
accused of “ etfrontery and servileness’” because 
some of the missionaries in Turkey had asked 
that Mr. Straus be retained, and the President 
was impliedly censured for not compelung Mr. 
Straus to resign, when Mr. Shepard could have 
found out, if ne hadcared to know the facts, 
thet Mr. Straus’s resignation was in the State 
Department when Mr. Blaine took command of 
it, and that there has been no obstacle in the 
way of the appointment of; Mr. Shepard or any 
otner Republican since about March 5. 

{f the President thinks that Mr. Shepard ought 
to have the Turkish mission, and that he really 
has sufficient generai intellixence and that share 
of diplomauc discretion in which some of the 
Senators found Mr. Murat Halstead to be lack- 
ing, itis not likely that Mr. Straus or any of bis 
fmends will complain. [f the President can 
stand Mr. Shepard as minister it is probable 
that Mr. Straus and the American missionuries 
who have commended his work will try to pull 
through. But Mr. Straus aad his friends would 
be less tnan human if they permitted someo? 
Mr. Shepard’s giaring errors of statement ie gu 
uncontradicted. Not haviug been successful in 
securing, by his assault of Saturday, the im- 
mediate appointment of himseif orsome equally 
lguerant person as Minister to Turkey, he on 
Tuestay last returped the attaek on Minister 
Straus in an editurial article. In this article 
he becazwe the indorser of @ protest sent trem 
Coustantinople in behalf of certain alleged 
American citizens who. object to the promulga- 
tion of a treaty of naturalization’ with Turkey 
recently secured through Minister Straus. “A 
More scandalous treats,” says Col. Shepard, 
“it is difficult to imagine.” ‘he blame for ac- 
cepvting this “scandalous treaty” is put upun 
Minister Siraus. 

“We have heard many funny things about 
Mr. Straus,” says Col, Shepard, further on, “all 
of which have had the efuct of convincing us 
that he is altogetuer an unfit and incowpeteut 
person for the position.” As. if that were not 
envuugh te include everything, he goes on, with 
tautologieal stupidity, to specify. ** He does 
not seem to take «ny iuvterestin or to pay any 
attention to his duties. What is worse, 
ne does not seem the ability 
required by. tho position.” Tt will be 
Very -amusing to Mr. Buker,. Mr. Wallace, 
and. Mr; Vox, Who have held the office of Minis- 
ter and spent agood dealof time in-tryime, 
without success, to do What Mr. Straus has suc- 
ceeded in doing, to read Mr. Shepara’s solemn 
Geciaration ‘“‘That any mauccenpying the piace 
of tirst Minister at wforeign Court should accept 
such a treaty inthe nameot his country is 
almost past comprebension,” 

Editor Shepard will find, upon inquiry, that, 
while Mr. Straus’s acceptance of the treaty of 
naturalization is past lis comprenhensien, it is 
not at all incomprehensible to the State De- 
partment, the Seuate, or the American Minis- 
ters to ‘turkey for 13 years. Furtner than 
that, he will learn from Mr. Blaine, if naply be 
be privileged to come within speaking range of 
that political hermit, toat if Minister Straus 
had secured the Turkish treaty of naturaliza- 
tion without the feature to whieh Editor Shep- 
ard refers as proof of his unfitness, he would 
have failed precisely as several of his prede- 
cessors failed, and as oe was particularly re- 
quested not tofail. Mr. Shepard’s criticism of 
Mr. Straus, if it were sound, would be a criti- 
cigsm of the policy of the State Department in 
its negotiations with Turkey during two Re- 
publican Adwinistrations aud one Democratic 
Administration. 

In 1874, when Mr. Fish was Secretary of 
State and Mr. Boker was Minister to Turkey, 
Mr, Fish sent a naturalization treaty to Turkey. 
It was duly signed und exchanged. When it 
reached the Senate that body amended it in 
several particulars. ‘he important one was in 
the changing of the word “may” for ‘‘shail.” 
‘Lhe use of the word “shall” was particularly 
desired by ‘lurkey, as the differeuce in the 
meaning between ‘‘shall” and ‘“‘may” meant a 
difference tn hold upon persons whose citizen- 
ship was in dispute, Later on in the negotla 
tiens an American Minister made the mistake 
of allowing the word “forfeited” to be substi- 
tuted for *“‘renounced,” and as this was an me 
admissivie interpretation of an tlmportsnot 
contention, thetreaty was again sent baek, the 
Senate insisting upon having the exact language 
that it had adopted or nothing. ‘fhe proposi- 
tion was, by no meaus a novel one. it 
related to renunciation of citizenship, and it 
was but the adaptation of the fourth artiele of 
the Banerott treaty of 1868 withthe North Ger- 
man Union. ft proviaed that if.a native of 
Turkey naturalized in America renewed his 
residence in ‘turkey without tae intent to re- 
turn to America, be should be held to have re- 
nounced his naturalization in the United States. 
Reciproecaily, if an American naturalized in 
Turkey renewed his resiuence in the United © 
States, without the intent to return to Turkey, 
he should be held to bave renounced his natur- 
alization in Turkey. ‘ibe clause sbeout which 
there was much dispute was that which previd- 
ed “ that the intent not to return may be' hela 
to exist when the persvun naturalized in the one 
country resides more than two years 12 the 
other eountry.” 

This is fhe treaty that was insisted upon by 
Secretaries Fish, Evarts, Blaine, Frelinghuy- 
sen, and Bayard in succession, which none of 
the Ministers who preceded Mr. Straus was 
abis 30 secure in form acceptabie to the State 
Depe*tment or the Senate, and whieh Editor 
Shepard characterised as “scandaious” and as 
“almost past comprehension.” It is conceiva- 
ble that Mr. Shepard could not comprehend the 
diplomatic purpeyses of the distinguished Seere- 
taries who have been of one opinion about this 
matter, butit is amazing that he should seize 
the opportunity to exiibit his ignorance in an 
editorial article demanding the appuintment of 
a Minister for the express purpose of undoing 
all that has beer aecumplisned in fourteen or 
fifteen years of negotiation. 

That there bas been a protest against the pro- 
mulgation of the treaty of naturalization has be- 
cowe pretty well known. It-is made by someof 
the missionaries and by a few of the naturalized 
citizens who have eajoye. the privileges of Awer- 
ican citizenship in Turkoy without bearing any 
of its burdens ur responsibilities. The persens 
who protest asF tnat it shall not be madé to ap- 
ply te natives of Turkey who were naturalized 
before 1869. Inno country in the worid is 
American citizenship more abused than in Tur- 
key. Dreves of Armenians come to America, 
and as soon as they are naturalized return to 
Turkey and ever after claim Americau 
protection. . In Turkey that protection 
means freedom from all Government obdli- 
gations, exemption frum taxes, and the 
right to be tried crimimally by the Consuls 
of the adopted country. Endless abuses grow 
out of this, especially as far as Americais con- 
cerned, forin other countries the subjects of 
the Ottoman ELmpire cannot be naturalized 
without showing the consent of the Sultan to 
emigrate. Az that consent is rarely given, we 
have tue result that they become naturalized in 
Amsrica, return to Turkey, and a conflict is 
created in each case between Ottoman laws de- 
nying the foreign nationality and the American 
laws. The new-fledged citizen receives the 
benefit of citizonspip in two countries in fraud 
of his obligations to both. 

Whether the State Department concludes that 
the treaty is good enough as it staads or wheth- 
er it decides to ask the Senate to correct it so 
as toexceptirom its operation those persons 
who were naturalized before 1869, wili not de- 
tract from the importance of the work accom- 
plished by Mr. Straus. He has carried out ab- 
solutely the lastructions of the Senate and the 
State Department, as repeatedly given to our 
representatives in Turkey... If the treaty is not 
now satisfactory to the department no blame 
can properly attach te Mr. Straus. His accept- 
anee of the treaty no more justifies Col. She 
ard’s declaration that Mr. Straus is unfit to nold 
the office of Minister than the diatripe of the 
editor of the Mai/ proves that person to be an 
honest or competent journalist. His assertion 
that the treaty is a “scandalous” one and “a 
disgrace” is not so much a reflection upon 
Mr. Straus, whom Col. Shepard is so anxious to 
make offensive, as it isupon the Senate aad 
the State Department that he is attempting to | 
conciliate by dinndering tlatterr.

Co. shep who as- 
sumes to be an authority on Turkish affairs, 
must have known, when he told the reade:s of 
his payer that Mn Straus ‘‘is altogether 
an unfit and incompetent person for tne posi- 
tion,” tnat the statement was far from being 
true, That is not the opinion certainly ef the 
missienaries who know that it was through bis 
efforts that the colporteurs, whe bad been sub- 
jected to infinite annoyance by arrestand by 
eonfiscatien of their beeks, were permitted to 
Rly their voeation without iets or hindranc 
hat is was not a Valuless service was attest 

by the British Ambassador, who has repeated- 
ly expressed his gratitude to Minister Straus 
fer tne aid he was able te render British as voll 
as Awerican missionaries in thie matter. 

It is certainly not an evidenee of indifference 
or incompeteney that Mr. Straus was abie to 
secure the reopening of the American mission 
seheols juat were closed by Ottoman axthori- 
ties in 1885-6. It was anything but an evidence 
of incompetency that he prevented by argument 
With the Ottoman authorities the adoption ef a 
proposed iaw closing all foreign schools in the 
empire not pretected by the irade of the Sultan, 
To one so deeply interested as is Col, Shepard 
in the spread of the Gospel in Turkey it cannot 
be regarded as an evidence of incompelency that 
Mr. Straus was instrumental iu securing the 
right to print and publish various editions of 
the Bible and Bivle tracts in the Turkish lan- 
guage, Nor will he undertake,it is reasonable to 
assume, te say that Mr, Straus was demonstrat- 
ing his unfitness to represent the United states 
when he was securing by diplomatio action the 
annulment of judgements erroneously given 
against American citizens, It will wr bard 
for Col. phepard to convince Prof. Pepper and 
the Archeological Society of the University of 
Pennsylvania that it was by indifference or lack 
of interest in his duties that Mr, Straus obtained 
for au American searen party from that institu- 
tion the privilege of ex avating in the ruins of 
Bavylon, with an unusually favorable stipu- 
lation regarding the removal from Turkey of 
objects secured by the investigators, 

tie unquestionabiy @ matter of small conse- 
quenge to Uol. Shepard that Mr. Straus bas, dur- 
ing the brief period be has represented the 
United States in lurkey, worn the fullest confi- 
dence of the Sultan ana his Ministers, and has 
met with far less trouble than many of his 
predecessors in securing the prempt adjustment 
of all difficulties that have arisen. If Mr, 
Straus were here in Washington, exhibitin 
that “abominabie effrontory and servileness” 
that the most Christian Col. Shepard so taste- 
fully accuses him of, in order to secure the re- 
turn of the resignation that he placed in the 
hands of Secretary Bayard before the close of 
Mr. Cleveland’s term of office, there might be 
some reason in his assault. As it was, he 
geems to have conciuded that the only chance 
fer him to become the Minister to Turkey was 
to acouge the present Minister of being a fall- 
ure. It would have been wise in him to havo 
found ont, vefore he fired at the Minister for 
making that “scandalous” treaty, that it was 
ust the treaty that the State Department and 
be Senate wanted. That one mistake may, in 
ease Col Shepard should be offered Mr. Straus’s 
place by the President, prove to bo am Insuper-. 
able ovatacie to his coufirmation. If it does, 
Col. Shepard will nave reason to regret that he 
dia not, when be wrote his attack on the Min- 
ister to Turkey, bear in mind the text with 
which he preceded it: 

“Fer which of you intending to build a 
tower, sitteth not down first and counteth the 
cost, whether he have sufficient te finish it?”

FIRE ON STEAMER,

THE RIO GRANDE OF THE MALLORY 
LINE HAS A NARROW ESCAPE, 

The screw steamer Ric Grande, the Mal- 
lary Line’s Galveston boat, went for repairs to 
the East Ninth-street dock six weeks ago, and 
was to have been ready for sea in a day or two, 
At 10:30 o’clook yesterday morning, however, 
fire started from a cause that may never be 
determined in the bunks of the steerage on the 
port side of the main deck between the main 
hatehway and the forecastle, and First Mate 
George Terrill, who was in eharge in the ab- 


sence of Capt. J. Lewis, was active in getting 
out an alarm and organizing a bueket gang. 

The Rie Grande lay on the north side of the 
dock, alongside the City of Birmingham of the 
Ocean Steamship Company's fleet, and on the 
south side of the dock was the floating Fall 
River .palace Puritan, Mr. ©. H, Wolford, act- 
ing engineer of the Puritan, always has steam: 
up for her pumps, and he had rua eut two lines 
of hese and got water on the tire, which trav- 
eled with extraordinary rapidity, before lana 
fire apparatus, summoned by three alarms, and 
the tireboat Havemeyer arrived. The material 
of the upper deek of the Rio Grande is thin 
wood, while that of the lower decks is iron, so 
that, while the flames were easily kept trom 
descending, they had full sweep stern and stem 
ward. The firemen were so fortunate as to 
catch and hold them at the main batchway, so 
that ali aft this was saved, but the flames rav- 
aged the main deck to ‘the eyes” of the craft 
before they were fully under control, 

The fire may cost the company $5,000, and 
will delay the steamer’s sailing a fortnight. The 
deck forward of the main hatch will have to be 
relaid, the steerage and fordcastie will be re- 
fitted, the wheclhouse, bridge, and officers’ deok 
house must come down and be repaired and put 
up again; the foremast, between the upper and 
lower deck, is charred, ite shrouds are burned, 
two of the lifeboats are damaged, the hatchway 
coamings of the fore and main hatches will

have be reset, some of the iren 
hull lates on the starboard side are 
warped and bulged, and dead lights on the 


lower deck were broken, The frorecastie hatch 
was reduced to charceal and, on the whole, the 
vessel may be said to haves had a very narrow 
escape and to owe its salvation to its mammoth 
neighbor, the Puritan. The loss is fully insured, 
and damages will be repaired rapidly as soon as 
the donkey engine near the main hatchway is 
got into working order. No steam was upon 
the Rio Grande when the fire cceurred and no 
work was being done, as, it beimy Sunday, ail 
handa were “keeping ship.”

ANGLERS CAUGHT FLOUNDERS 
BY THE SOORK YBSTERDAY. 
AND THAT’S ALL THEY CAUGHT EX~ 

CEPT TOAD FISH--WHERE WISHER- 
MEN WENT AND WHAT THEY DID, 

At City Island yesterday, where some 

fifteen hundred New-Yorkers pursued the fes- 

tive flounder with choice baitof sand worm 


Commissioner Eugene G, Blackford has taken 
altogether too narrow a view of the work of 
Pisoioulture. They agreed that the cultivation 
of game fishes was a beneficent work, but in- 
sisted that the commission was erring cravely 
in not conducting a work of elimination in cone 
nection with its work of production, Catching 
flounders is pleasant work, but to have the 
pleasurable successive excitements of nibble, 
dite, and finally eatch, followed by the disap- 
pointing apparition of a toad fish 18 beyond pa 
tient endurance in days when the State’s good 
money is being applied tothe promotion of ita 
anglers’ enjoyment, 

These wero the lines of thought followed yes- 
terday by fishermen at City Isiand, Flounders 
were many, but tuad fish were alse caught in 
pienty. Every boat had its dozens of the ugly 
fisn lying dead en its decks, The bridge was 


sprinkled with them. A leading dogma of the 


flounder angler’a religion is that to allow a toad 
fish to live after he has indecently swallowed 
the bait and hook intended for a flounder is 
rank heresy, and a fisherman who, from 
feelings of perverted humanity, consigned one 
whieh still had power to wriggie to its native 
element, suffered a storm of abuse which, had 
it beon leas good-natured, would have been 
orushing. 

The tishermen believe that Mr. Biaekford 
should abate fora year or two his strenuous 
efforts to make salmon, shad, and brook trout 
more plentiful, and devote bis mind to the work 
of making toad fish less plentiful, They object 
to the recurrent apparition of the hideousiy- 
formed and fantastically-tinned nightmare of 
the sea, and want to know whether a city man 
who has taken the trouble te get up at an ab- 
normally early bour on Sunday morning and 
gone through the pains of u railroad ana street- 
car journey cannut be protected against such 
intrusions upon his better feelings. 

The early train to Bartow, the station on the 
Hariem River branch, at which City Island an- 
glers disembark, took out some 500 eager an- 
giers, Whoatonce took possession of every avail- 
able boat in the piace. On the 9 o’oiovk train 
nearly a8 Many more arrived and distributed 
themselves along the bridge and among the 
docks of the isiand. They had a delightful day 
et it. The air was ¢oel and bracing. At times 
when the northwest wind in the morning fresh- 
ened and rifiled the water it was a trifle too cool 
for perfect comfort, but later in the day the 
sun'ruled the roast and ne one could com- 
plain of the temperature. As the day 
grew warmer the appetites of the fioun- 
ders seemed to sharpen and catches were 
more abundant. Some heavy catches were 
made. One boat, with three anglers, brought 
back. 383, and another hada string of 378. 
These were eomewhat exceptional results, On 
the bridge the lucky fisher was a seven-year-old 
boy, whose father and mother had taken him 
for his first day’s fishing. He caught fish while 
everybody else was sighing for bites, and the 
family basket had 32 nice tiounders when it re- 
turned home, of which he had captured 20, con- 
siderabiy more than father and mother had 
secured between them,afact of which father 
and mother were 40 proud that they eommuani- 
cated it to everybody whe happened near them 
on the bridge and were busy announcing to 
their fellow-passengers on the train which 
brought them home. 

The thousand anglers who fished from boat, 
bridge, dock, or shore at City Island ‘yesterday 
brought home an average of 20 flounders each, 
and 20,009 fiounders is not a bad catch for thus 
early in the season. 

Those who went to Jamaioa Bay with thoir 
rods and reels and sandworms yesterday were 

enerally rewarded with catches of flounders of 

air size. The day being promising ef comfort, 
at least upon the water, large numbers of fish- 
ermen from this city and brooklyn took the 
early trains for Canarsie and the fishing stations 
slong the Rockaway trestle, s0me even going 
down Saturday pightin order to be sure of an 
early startin the morning. Nearly all the boats 
at the four stations visited by the reporter were 
in use, and at noon there were not less than a 
thousand lines out in different parts of the fish- 
ing grounds. The temperature was ail that 
could be desired up to about 3 o’clook, when 
the breeze that had been gradually freshening 
became too cold for comfort, 

Although everybody caught some fish, the 
sport was much better at Broad Channe) and 
The Ruunt than elsewhere in the bay, The fish 
caught pear Canarsie did not, as a rule, aver- 
age as large as those Caught in the channel, nor 
were the Gatches 80 large.

Marsden got his boat on a sandbar while 
trying to shift positien during the ebb tide 
and lost so much time that he and his mate had 
to take second place, otherwise they might have 
made the best catch. These parties started at 
about 8 o’clook from Broad Channel in two 
‘boats, and were towed by a sloop to Jeseph 
Garecia’s Bayside House, at the mouth of Haz- 
zard’s Creek, opposite which, over the Rock- 
away eyster beds, the best fishing of the day 
was found. Other parties that came later were 
also rewarded with good catches, and no one 
went avey with less than half a dozen fish, 
weighing from half a pound to two pounds, 
Except flounders, only one black fish and a 
skate were known to Daye been caught. 

The fishermen who have frequented thia 
locality for years and are anxious for its pres- 
ervation are moving every infiueace to secure 
the passage of the act now pending in the Leg- 
islature to prohibit net fishing in the channels.

That was a curious ceremony at which 
Secretary of the Navy TRacy assisted in 
Broeklyn on Saturday evening in honor 
of “Corp.” TANNER. TANNER’S Official 
place is not one of such intrinsic impor- 
tance that a member of the Cabinet should 
feel called upon to pay tribute to him, but 
it was in his political capacity that he re- 
ceived the honor of the Secretary’s recog- 
nition, and that is considerable. The 
*‘ Corporal” is just now the representative 
of Republican policy in two directions— 
that of increasing the soldier vote and that 
of decreasing the amount of money in the 
Treasury. His means are very simple, and 
are embodied in the President’s advice to 
‘treat the boys liberally.” But surely this 
is a policy of which Judge Tracy, who 
is a lawyer of eminence and man 
of essential good sense, when he 
cheoses to indulge it, can hardly . approve, 
tempting as it is politically. He must 
know that “liberality” in construing the 
pension laws merely opens the doors of 
the Treasury to men who have not a 
sound claim, for the laws are very gen- 
erous in themselves, and it is not honoring 
real veterans, but the reverse, to class un- 
founded claims with theirs. And he must 
know, also, that every dollar paid from the 
Treasury comes from the taxpayers’ pock- 
ets, and that the Government is under the 
strictest obligation to spend the taxpayers’ 
money not only honestly but carefully. 
Secretary TRacy seems to be easily the 
leader of the present Cabinet in ability and 
character, but he cannot retain his reputa- 
tion for pre-eminence by consorting with 
the Tanners of his party. 








A Washington dispatch in to-day’s Times 
ought to be particularly interesting to our 
religious contemporary Col. Euuiotr F. 
SHEPARD. It is quite true that the mis- 
sion to Turkey is about the most im- 
portant diplomatic post that remains to 
be disposed of, and that though.a good 
many, and frobably all, of the secular 
Republican editors who have or. have 
not been rewarded have surpassed the 
Colonel in discretion, none of them have 
exceeded him in zeal. Itis an instance of 
the latter rather than of the former quality 
that he has furnished in attacking Mr. 
STRAUS, the present Minister to Turkey, 
for having succeeded in negotiating a treaty 
with Turkey that has been desired by our 
own State Department ever since the time 
of President Grant. It is not clear why 
our religious contemporary should suppose 
that his own aspirations will be promoted 
by attacking Mr. Srravus at all. Mr. 


Straus has tendered his resignation, 
and is not concerned about who 
shall be his successor. But. that the 








his own complete 
ignorance of the history of our diplomatic 
relations with the Porte and of a treaty 
that has been pending for nearly twenty 
years cannot be regarded, either at the 
State Department or at the White House, 
as a point in the Colonel’s favor. The pres- 
ent outlook, we grieve to say, is that our 
esteemed contemporary’s diplomatic ambi- 
tions will come out at the small end of the 
Golden Horn.

Names of no little celebrity are to be 
found in the lists of the medical officers of 
the army and navy, past and present, but 
itcan hardly be said that there is an un- 
controllable rush for commissions in the 
medical corps. There are now about twenty 
medical vacancies in the two services, about 
two-thirds of them in the navy. The army 
usually finds a good supply of candidates, 
but inthe navy the lowest grade seems to 
offer so few inducement» in the way of pay, 
privileges, and promotion that there have 
long been complaints that enough candi- 
dates competent under the exacting stand- 
ard found necessary or desirable cannot be 
had. In Brooklyn and in the Mare Island 
Navy Yard boards have lately been in ses- 
sion for the examination of applicants for 
the medical corps of the navy. The head 
of that corps, in a recent annual report, set 
forth the reasons why the service is not 
more attractive, and the subject is well 
worthy of the consideration and action of 
Congress. 








The trial of the gunboat Petrel, which has 
been built by the Columbian Iron Works of 
Baltimore, is set down for to-day. This is 
the smallest ef the new steel fleet, although 
she is designed to carry four six-inch, high- 
power, rifled breech-loaders, which would 
make her more than a match for some of 
our vessels of double her displacement. She 
cannot attain a very high speed compared 
with that of other new vessels, but with her 
engine power she is sure to far surpass the 
old standard for vessels of her size and, like 
the Yorktown, may exceed the requirements 
of her contract. Whether more vessels of 
the Petrel’s type will be attempted can be 
better determined after she goes into com- 
mission and is on regular station service, as 
she no doubt will be long before the next 
naval billis taken up. ‘Thus far, while the 
gunboat Yerktown has found two successors, 
the little Petrelis left alone. Yet she will 
no doubt prove of much service, whether 
assigned to home waters or to a station like 
the Asiatic. She isa long way beyond her 
time limit for completion in spite of allow- 
ances for drawbacks, but in this she shares 
the experience of all other pioneers in new 
types, large or small. 





On the Sth inst. there was passed in the 
Pennsylvania House of Representatives, by 
a vote of 88 to 42, a resolution making the 
pendirg bill forbidding unjyst discrimina- 
tion in railroad treight rates a special order 
for second reading on the following day. 
The Philadelphia Record says that on the 
9th inst. a consideration of the special 
order was prevented by an adjournment 
suggested by a person who “ distributes 
railroad passes” to the members, and it alse 
asserts that certain members wore warned 
that all passes would be canceled if the bill 
should be passed. Section 8 of Article 
XVII. of the Constitution of Pennsylvania 
is as follows: 

*“* No railroad, railway, or other transportation 
company shall grant free passes, or passes at & 


discount, to any person except officers or em: 
ployés of the company.” 


It is also provided that the General As- 
sembly ‘‘ shall enforce by appropriate legis- 
lation” the prohibition declared in this 
section. 


AN EXTENSIVE SCHEME.. 

A correspondent of the Baltimore News, 
writing from Chattanooga, Tenn., describes 
@ plan that is believed to be on foot and to 
have grown out of’ the recent visit of Mr. 
W. W. Dupixr to that and other points in 
the South. According to this authority, 
the immediate purpose of Mr. DUDLEY’s 
trip was to look into a bill pending in the 
Tennessee Legislature fer redistricting the 
State, with a view to converting the Third 
Congressional District from a Republican 
to a Democratic district. In the course of 
his inquiries Mr. DUDLEY ascertained facts 
that suggested the expediency of taking 
the whole business of elections to the 
House of Representatives out of the hands 
of the States and into those of the Federal 
Government. The correspondent says that 
Mr. DupLry and other lawyers, mostly 
from the Seuth and naturally Republicans, 
are engaged in drafting a bill which will 
contain the following provision: 


“That Congress shall divide the different 
States into Congressional districts. Where 
State districting is satisfactory Congress will 
adopt it without change; where not satis- 
factory Congress will redistriet the State. The 
bill will further provide that all elections for 
Federal offices shall be under the control of the 
Federal ceurts, and shall be in charge of 
the United States Marshal in whose district the 
election shall be held. It 1s believed that the 
Republican representation can be increased by 
two in Tennessee, ene in Kentucky, two in West 
Virginia, three in Virginia, three in North Caro- 
lina, two in Sonth Carolina, two in Georgia, two 
in Alabama, three in Mississippi, one in Florida, 
ene in Arkansas, one in Louisiana, and one in 
Texas.” 


It will be seen that this provides fora 
gain in all of twenty-four seats in the House 
of Representatives, and it. is expected that, 
in addition to- this substantial advantage 
the electoral votes of Virginia, West Vir 
ginia and Tennessee may’ be added to the 
Republican column at the next Presidential 
election, in 1892, 

It is not at all improbable that some such

tion of the Government, been guilty of 
what is known as gorrymandering—that is, 
of distributing the populatign of the vari- 
ous States in such a manner as to secure as 
many districts as possible for one particular 
party. The method is familiar and simple, 
It consists in dividing up the voters of the 
favored party into namerons districts in 
each of which they will have a safe, but not 
a large, majority, while the voters of the 
other party are concentrated in a small 
number of districts in each of which they 
will havea large majority. That such an 
arrangement is vicious, unjust, in direct 
violation, of the spirit and intent of the 
Constitution, there is no doubt. 

If this wrong could be remedied by Con- 
gressional action there is no question that 
it would be a great advantage to the whole 
country. Butit would not be. It would, 
on the contrary, only be greatly aggravated 
by transferring the business to Congress, 
because the political majority in that body 
would be constantly tempted to commit, on 
a larger scale, precisely the wrong that is 
now committed in the several States. 
Whereas the wrongs in the States may and 
do balance each other in a rough way, ac- 
cording as one party or the other may 
prevail in the Legislatures, thé wrongs 
perpetrated by the political majority in 
Congress would be all on one side. Such 
action would give rise to an infinite amount 
of dispute and agitation in Congress, each 


party seeking, when it had _ the 
power, to undo what its rival 
had done, and to advance its own 


interests. Moreover, acomparatively small 
majority in Congress would have the 
means of doing a great deal of mischief 
throughout the wholecountry, and it would 
be practically impossible to hold the major- 
ity party to any direct or effective respon- 
sibility. We point out these facts because 
it is to the interest of the public to know 
them, and because, with the slight majority 
held by the Republicans in the House, pub- 
lic opinion may have some influence. We 
have very little doubt that ff the Republic- 
an managers see their way clear to consum- 
mating this scheme they will do so. It is 
with no hope of checking them that the 
factsare commented upon. For the opinion 
of decent people Mr. DUDLEY and his asso- 
ciates have very little respect unless it can 
be enforced. But they are working on a 
very narrow margin, and may be brought 
to see that their plan is not safe. 





PITTSBURG AND CHICAGO. 

Last Winter Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE’S 
firm in Pennsylvania was constrained to 
surrender to the North Chicago Rolling 
Mill a contract for making 17,000 tons of 
steel rails for the Union Pacific Road. In 
the year 1888 three rolling mills in Illinois 
—the North Chicago, the Joliet, and the 
Union—made more than 400,000 tons of 
steel rails, or almost one-third of the entire 
product in this country. On May 1 the 
stockholders of the three companies own- 
ing these mills will meet to perfect arrange- 
ments for a consolidation. The capital of 
the united companies is to be $25,000,000. 
The mills can. make 3,00C tons of rails per 
day, but under the new management the 
manufacture of other steel products, some 
of which are now supplied to the West 
from the Pittsburg region, will be under- 
taken. 

These facts have not escaped the atten- 
tion of Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE, who has 
recently delivered several public addresses 
in Pennsylvania—among them one before 
the State Legislature—concerning the op- 
pression of certain industries of the State 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
Mr. CARNEGIE urges that the Legislature 
should enact a law resembling the Federal 
Inter-State Commerce act, and should 
cause the establishment of a commission 
empowered to deal with railroad freight 
rates. That he has had in mind the com- 
petition of Chicago is shown by the fellow- 
ing passage from aleng address to his em- 
ployes at Braddock on the 30th ult. : 

“You have read a great deal recently ofa 
vast combination in steelmaking formed in 
Chicago. I have no desire to underrate the im- 
portance of that mevement, nor of $5,000,000 
to be applied to the building of works for plate- 
making, structural shapes, and all the various 
forms of steel. I have expected such action for 
along time. There is nothing surprising to me 
about it. I have told this community and I 
have labored for years to impress it upon the 
railroad companies of the State, that the latter 
had made it possible, by heavy reductions of 
rates upon material destined for points beyond 
the limits of the State, to manufacture a.ton of 
Bessemer steel pig iron just as cheap in Chicago 
as it can be manufactured in Pittsburg. There 
ig Ro question about this. It is a matter of tig- 
ures which I have given, which no man has 
ventured to contradict, and whieh have been 
publicly corroborated by Mr. STEWART, General 
Freight Agent of the Pennsylvania Company. 
Lam credited with having said that the South 
was to be Pennsyivania’s great rival; but what 
I said was that it was to be the chief competitor 
for foundry iron in the eastern district of 
Pennsylvania. The South will not trouble Pitts- 
burg. Our competitor is not the South; it is 
Chicago. In the year 1887 the Chicago district 
made more tons of steel than the whole of 
Westerm Pennsylvania, and I warn capital and 
laborin Pittsburg that a severe struggle is in 
the future for both. The railways are chiefly 
responsible for this situation.” 

In bis address before the Legislature Mr. 
' CARNEGIE appears to have made a pretty 
good case against the Pennsylvania Road 
with respect to rates for the transportation 
of the material used in the iron and steel 
mifls. But his attack upon the railroad 
company has caused certain wicked critics 
to look up the history of the projected 
South Pennsylvania Road and of his con- 
nection with that enterprise. The Pitts- 
burg Dispatch asked, on the 31st ult., why 
that project had been ‘deliberately stran- 
gled.” “What is most strange,” said the 
Dispatch, ‘is that persons who officiated as 
obliging undertakers for the burial of that 
line in the interests of the Pennsylvania 
Central wete prominent Pittsburgers, and 
that Mr. CARNEGIE himself was mentioned 
as chief among them.

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In his Harrisburg address Mr. CARNEGIE 






explained that while he was in’ Europe 
Mr. VANDERBILT, “sick in mind and body, 
was coerced into selling out to the Penn- 
sylvania Company,” and that he thereupon 
advised his friends to sell out, because it 
would have been impossible to fight against 
the Pennsylvania Road successfully with- 
out the aid of the Vanderbilt roads, Now 
comes Mr. FRANKLIN B. GOWEN, who is the 
enemy of unjust discrimination in all its 
forms, and says that it ‘“ was thought” 
that Mr. CARNEGIE took an interest 
in the South Pennsylvania ‘“‘to scare 
the Pennsylvania people into giving 
him lower rates.” He also suggests, 
in an interview published in the Herald, 
that Mr. CaRNEGIE’s sole aim now, when 
he is so vigorously denouncing the Penn- 
sylvania Company, is to get a lower 
rate for carrying his rails than is paid 
by any other manufacturer. We can- 
not believe that this is Mr. Car- 
NEGIE’S motive, for under the amended 
Inter-State Commerce act he would be 
liable to imprisonment if it should be 
proved in court that he had indyced the 
company to give him rates lower than 
those exacted from others for similar 
service across State lines, There have 
also been published in Pittsburg 
stories abeut the South Pennsylvania 
project that de vot agree with Mr. 
CARNEGIE’s statement, and in which it is 
asserted that from the beginning he ob- 
structed the completion of the arrange- 
ments. . Moreover, some one has cruelly 
directed public attention to the work of 
the steel-rail combination in,1887, and the 
tax collected by that ring directly from 
the railroads and indirectly from the peo- 
ple by such a suppression of competition 
as is now deplered by Mr. CARNEGIE when 
it is accomplished by the railroad company 
that carries his supplies and finished prod- 
ucts. 

These suggestions and this overhauling 
of the records of the past show again that 
a public-spirited man who seeks to serve 
his fellows and the industries of his State 
may not escape the wicked assaults of the 
envious and the narrow-minded. But Mr. 
CARNEGIE should not be discouraged. If 
he shall carry on the fight earnestly and 
skillfully he may cenvince his employés 
that the situation demands a reduction of 
their wages. 





GLORY FOR ANGLO-SAXONS. 


Amid the mass of details about the dread- 
ful scene of death and wreck at Apia two 
dramatic incidents shine out like gems. 
One was the escape of the Calliepe. 
Anchors and engines together had not 
sufficed to hold up one of the little 
fleet against the invincible gale, and the 
Eber, Adler, and Nipsic had already suffered 
wreck in a water area so scant that but for 
the mist of the storm every man in danger 
could see what happened to every other. 
Then it was that the Captain of the Calli- 
ope made a most bold, seamanlike re- 
solve. He determined to slip his an- 
chors and trust to his engines alone to 
carry him away from the deadly reef. 
The life of every man aboard and the 
fate of his ship hung in the balance 
at the mstant Capt. Kane threw the 
corvette’s bow into the teeth of the 
storm and pitted his engines against the 
wind and sea. As for a time the Calliope 
stood still, then inch by inch gathered 
headway, and finally glided inte safety as 
she passed the doomed Trenton at a snail’s 
pace, the one thing needed to make the 
picture perfect came. The 450 brave 
men on the TZrenion, who momentarily ex- 
pected disaster in some uncertain form, 
cheered their more fortunate seamates on 
the saved Calliope as sturdily as stout- 
hearted seamen ever sheuted together. 
Every American should be glad to read of 
those generous cheers, as stirring, as pa- 
thetic, and far nobler than the historic cry 
ef the devoted gladiators, ‘“‘ Ave Casar! 
Morituri te salutamus.” And to give the 
Calliope’s gallant tars their due, not one ex- 
ultant seund from them fell on the envious 
ears of those they left dying behind them 
‘until they answered the Trenton’s cheer. 


The credit of the other incident falls to 
Americans alene. The Vandalia had sunk 
hours before the Trenion’s last moment 
came, and the Vandalia’s rigging was full of 
men who had been unable to pass the few 
yards between them and firm land. The 
Trenton had struggled bravely, but her fires 
had been drowned, her sails and rudder 
were gone, the oil she threw into the water 
was useless to calm such waves, and, worse 
yet, she was drifting right down on the reef. 
After a day’s struggle with such a storm, 
amid such scenes, it must be admitted the 
moment was a trying one. But never did 
gallant men rise superior to misfortune 
more nebly. The American flag was 
run aloft, the only flag afloat at Apia 
that day, and every man was sent 
into the port rigging. It was the 
idea of Lieut. BROWN, who covered him 
self with glory. He calculated that the 
weight of so many men so high up on the 
side next the storm and the sail-like resist- 
ance of their massed bodies to the wind 
would help handle the ship. His purpose 
was accomplished, for the Trenton was 
again driven out into the bay. But now 
arose a new danger, for she began 
drifting toward the grounded Vandalia, 
threatening to destroy the men 
clinging to her rigging. But as the 
boats approached, the Trenton bearing 


down with its deadly weight and impetus 


and the Vandalia’s survivers expecting to 
be overwhelmed, they exchanged cheers, 
and the Vandala’s band struck up ‘“ The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” The Zrenton’s tars 
shouted as lustily as they had cheered the 
Calliope, and the Vandalia responded cheeri- 
ly, but, because of twelve hours’ exposure, 
so feebly that those on shore could scarcely 
catch the sound. There is a grateful relief 
to this noble but painful picture. How- 
ever it happened, the Trenton never 
laid alongside her dock more gently 
than her stem touched the Vandalia’s 
side, avd, as the two boats swung 
broadside to, the Vandalia’s survivors 
found comparative safety on the Trenton’s 
decks. Naval annals abound with stirring 
scenes under the excitement of battle and 
inspiration of hatred of anenemy. But it 
may be doubted whether sailor men in 
times of peace ever played nobler parts.

. Until the full story came there was a 
dreadful fear that some one had blundered. 
But so far there is no suggestion of negli- 
gence. The storm was foreseen and every 
sailorly precaution taken. The boats were 
simply knocked together and tessed ashore 
by the seething waters’ as theugh they 
were eggs dancing ina bubbling pot. The 
Calliope escaped simply because she was 
better engined, not. because was better 
officered or manned. This seems to be the 
most obvious hint by which to turn the dis- 
aster to profit. 








COURT CONSOLIDATIONS. 


The Bar Association of this city, at-its 
meeting to-morrow evening, will consider 
the form of an amendment to the State 
Constitution providing for a reorganization 
of the higher courts in this city. The 
courts referred to are the Supreme, Snu- 
perior, and Common Pleas. Of these the 
first named has seven Judges, while the 
others have each six. There are now over 
three thousand cases on the calendar of the 
Supreme Court, and the Judges there are 
unable to take care of the new cases and to 
attend to the cases in arrears. The other 
two courts are in a much better plight, 
and their Judges, under a proper system of 
co-operation, can be made to render the 
Supreme Court Judges just the aid the lat- 
ter need. It is simply a question ef what 1s 
the best. method of making use of the serv- 
ices of the Superior and Common Pleas 
Judges. 

The three courts are similarly constituted 
and have very nearly the same powers, 
The main difference between them lies in 
the fact that the jurisdiction of the Superior 
and Common Pleas Counts is in great 
measure limited to the city of New-York. 
This circumstance and the additional one 
that the Supreme Court Judges have 
usually been regarded as abler have 
led to a preference on the part of 
suitors and counsel for the Supreme 
Court as the one in which to bring their 
cases. At times, owing to the exceptional 
ability of some of the Judges of the Com- 
mon Pleas and Superior Courts, these 
tribunals have been favored by lawyers 
and litigants. But the general rule has 
been to favor the Supreme Court, and this 
has ‘been especially noticeable in recent 
years. Asaconsequence the calendars of 
the latter have been usually crowded. This 
means great delay in the disposition of 
causes, and occasionally the delay amounts 
almost to a denial of justice. 

Makeshifts of one kind or another to 
remedy this state of affairs have been re- 
sorted to or suggested frem time to time. 
The Supreme Court Judges have declined 
certain kinds of business, such as the natu- 
ralization of voters, and have thus com- 
pelled applicants to apply to the other 
courts for relief. Then, again, these latter 
tribunals have had their powers and juris- 
dictien extended, with a view to the same 
end. Provision was also made for calling 
in the aid of Supreme Court Judges from 
other parts of the State and for having a 
Judge of the Superior Court and another 
from the Common Pleas designated by the 
Governor to assist’. the. Supreme Court 
Judges. Mé8re recently, too, two extra 
Judges for the Supreme Court were pro- 
vided. ‘The Commissioners for revising 
the State statutes suggested, a dozen years 
ago, that the Superior and Common Pleas 
Judges should have jurisdiction over the 
whole State, but they withdrew the propo- 
sition when the Court of Appeals held it to 
be unconstitutional. Following it, how- 
ever, came a proposition to consolidate the 
three courts by constitutional enactment, 
but the project failed to meet with ap- 
proval, 

One of the devices above referred to, 
which served for a while to help out the 
Supreme Court here, is no longer available. 
This is the project of calling in Supreme 
Court Judges from other parts of the State. 
The recent addition to the Court of Appeals 
from the same source has exhausted the 
supply of Judges. 

Two propositions to meet the difficulty 
have been advanced and are now before the 
Legislature. One of these provides for an 
absolute consolidation of the courts, so that 
there shall be nineteen Supreme Court 
Judges of equal powers in thiscity. This 
would mean additional expense to the State 
at large, and the added confusion that 
would arise from having so many Judges in 
this city able to grant ex parte orders re- 
turnable before themselves. It would also 


to Judges already en the Bench, some of 
whem are not believed by lawyers and liti- 
gants to possess the needed learning and 
ability to exercise them properly. The 
proposition is the same as was, after careful 
consideration, abandoned ten years ago. 


The second proposition is for a consolida- 
tion of the business of the courts as dis- 
tinguished from a consolidation of the 
courts themselves. By its provisions the 
present Superior and Common Pleas Judges 
are to be made Circuit Judges in the 
Supreme Court, and to have the powers 
which Judges of the latter tribunal now 
have “out of court”—that is, in granting 
ex parte orders, &¢, The Presiding Justice 
of the Supreme Court is, moreover, to have 
the power to designate, in his discretion, 
Circuit Judges to do such other work as he 
thinks they can best perform. This proposi- 
tion has. the support of the Supreme Court 
Judges in this city, and is the most satis- 
factory solution of the question thus far 
presented. 

A special committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion has tried to consolidate the two propo- 
sitions, apparently with a view to sparing 
the feelings or looking after the dignity of 
the Superior and Common Pleas Judges. 
Their idea is to have these latter Judges 
made Supreme Court Judges in name, but 
to limit their jurisdiction to the city of 
New-York. The wording of the committee’s 
proposed amendment is rather bungling, 
however, and would seem to permit of legis- 
lative and even political interference with 
the courts. It also seeks to restrict unjustly

It is to be hoped that the matter will be 
well and thoroughly considered by the Bar 
Association, because its recommendation 
while not conclusive will doubtless have 
much weight with the Legislature. But 
the point from which to view the mat- 
ter is not that of the dignity of this or 
that set of Judges, but that of how the 
work of the courts can be best done to the 
advantage of the public. 

RE RET EA SIAC AOE NUE MELEE 
8S. B. CHITTENDEN. 

The Hon. Simeon B. CHITTENDEN, who 
died in Brooklyn yesterday, was an excel- 
lent example of the best type of American 
citizen. Of pure American blood—he was 
born in and retained at his death the house 
his family had occupied since 1639—he had 
in generous degree the strong American 
qualities, energy, industry, tenacity of pur- 
pose, courage in action, promptness, and 
acuteness of judgment. -He had also a 
most singular purity of character. With 
but modest professions, his life, public and 
private, was not only blameless, but was 
inspired by the highest motives. He first 
took an active partin politics, in the best 
sense, in the campaign of 1860, when he 
responded to an effort to coerce his course 
by threats of injury to his large Southern 
trade by a simple but manly and effective 
statement of his reasons for supporting Mr. 
LINCOLN. During the war that followed, 
Mr. CHITTENDEN was as completely de- 
voted to the Union cause as any man in the 
field. He was among the earliest, the most 
active, and the most unflagging of that 
noble band of New-York business men who 
held up the hands of the Government in its 
severe trials. 

During the difficult period that succeeded 
the war, when the problems of currenoy, 
taxation, and the national credit were as 
formidable as the questions of military 
policy had been, Mr. CHITTENDEN’s in- 
fluence was strongly felt in the direction 
of sound principles of finance, which 
he elucidated with directness, aptitude, 
and force. Very few business men of the 
day had so cleara comprehension and so 
firm a hold of the principles of the cur- 
rency. Heapplied to the larger questions 
with exceeding acuteness the fruit of his 
wide and successful experience in mercan- 
tile and financial operations. Before and 
during his term of service of seven years in 
the House he was a faithful advocate of 
the strictest good faith by the Government 
toward its creditors. He proposed as the 
first step toward resumption of specie pay- 
ments the restoration of the privilege of 
funding the legal-tender notes at par in 
securities. of the Government; as the sec- 
ond, the abolition of the legal-tender 
quality; as the third, perfect freedom of 
issue for bank notes thoroughly secured and 
constantly redeemed; and, finally, the pay- 
ment and cancellation of the United States 
notes after a time fixed. No financier of 
our time suggested a wiser or more com- 
prehensive or more sure system, and had it 
been adopted the country would have been 
saved much loss and some discredit. 

lt is the highest tribute to Mr. CHITTEN- 
DEN’s sincere benevolence to say that he 
would, were he living, regret any adequate 
statement of his benefactions. Many of 
them were of a public character that were 
necessarily known, but only a very few 
of his most intimate friends can know with 
what constant kindness, guided by intel- 
ligence and delicacy, he found unpublished 
methods of doing geod. The blessings of 
many grateful hearts that will follow him 
to his henored grave would be multiplied 
twofold had all to whom his aid was ex- 
tended known the source from which it 
came. 











It is reported, apparently on good author- 
ity, that the Emperor of Germany is very 
angry over the judgment of the Court of 
Appeals adverse to the prosecution of cer- 
tain journalists for unfriendly comment 
upon the late Emperor and upon Prince 
BISMARCK, and threatens to exact changes 
in the press law making it far more severe. 
This would only be anew manifestation 
of his arbitrary and despotic temper. The 
press in Germany to-day is less free 
than in any other European country 
with the exception of Russia. The Em- 
peror does not realize that in restricting its 
freedom stiil more he cannot destroy the 
sentiment that it now expresses and that 
he is exposing his ‘Government to grave 
tisks by preventing such expression, be- 
cause he condemns himself to blind igno- 
rance of a force which may in time become 
too strong for him to cope with. Popular 
feeling cannot in this age be safely ignored 
even by a German Emperor, a fact that he 
may learn too late.

It would be a case of grave reproach 
to the Centennial Committee if any large 
blocks of tickets for the grand stands 
which are being erected from which to 
witness the parades should be allowed to 
fall into the hands of speculators, From

How many more such lots have 
found their way into such channels as 
this the public of course have no means 
of knowing, but the committee having 
charge of the stands ought to be able to 
discover this and to put an end to all 
schemes for speculation in these tickets. 
The prices fixed for seats on the stands 
are high enough, and the public should 
be given every facility to secure them at 
the regular rates. No middleman should 
be allowed to stand between the commit- 
tee and the people, to rob these who de- 
sire to see the parades from the vantage 
places prevared for this purpose. Specu- 
lation in theatre tickets is bad enongb, 
but the nuisance will be a hundredfold 
inoreased if it is allowed to attach itself 
to the centennial celebration, 





_ HOAR FOR PROHIBITION. 
ADDRESSING A BIG AUDIENCE IW FAVOH 
OF A CONSTITUTIONAL REMEDY. 

Boston, April 14—The biggest meeting the 
followers of constitutional prohibition have 
‘held since the campaign on the pending amend- 
ment began took place in Music Hall this after- 
noon. United States Senator George F. Hoar, 
‘who made the principal address, got a cordial 
welcome from the large audience. 

“Tt is no small thing,” said he, “to take 
opposite grounds from some of the good men 
who are on the other side to-day. Your fathers, 
who entered into the untried field of deciding 
the limits of constitutional power, have lett to 
us something by reason of which we need feel 
no fearin taking this step. The conservative 
never undertakes to deal with the great 
evils of life. Me contents himself in attacking 
those who do. Thé evils which belong io us to 
deal with are siavery and lygamy and cor- 
ruption of the Dailot. Look at those who are 
cautioning against this step and sce if one ef 
—— is identitied with any of these great ques- 

ons. 

“We have an evil to-day which needs a 
remedy as drastic, as heroic a8 any which we 
have ever met. hat do we —— First, 
absolute prohipition instead of license, Second, 
we intend to have that. probibition con- 
stitutional instead of i legisiative, We 
have got to have something beside 
legislative prohibition. We desire te & this 
probibition in the Constitution itself, use 
it is the only permanent position where we can 
pat.it out of the reach of po; ular cha ee.

FHE MONEY GAUGE FOR 
PICTURES. 


The young Duke de Durcal has met with 
avery Bali’s Runin his attempt to sell that 
portion of his father’s great gallery of old mas- 
ters which fell by lot to him in the partition of 
the estate. He did not lack for advisers here 
who urged him not to try his fortune in New- 
York; but unluckily they came too lata The 
pictures were here and the Duke was too gal- 
lant to withdraw from the battle. Itis always 
easy after the deed isdone to explain .why it 
lacked suecess; but in such cases there are 
factors which do not appear on the surface, yet 
exert a powerful i: fluence to make the bestrlaid 
schemes gang agley 

The New-York market would naturally ap- 
pear the best in the world to any one who pat a 
very high walue on bia eld masters. Where 
men are found who think nothing of paying a 
sum not far from $80,000 for one haif-length 
pertrait by Rembrandt van Rijn, and of present- 
ing to the city a gallery of oid masters worth, It 
may be, half a million, there must be a market 
for first-rate old masters. The Duke de Durcal 
must have been brought up to believe his 
father’s pictures in the first rank, sincs un- 


doubtediy many were excellent specimens, and 
1t ig the nature of men, vot to say of Spaniards, 
to think all their geese sareswans. The very 
high prices placed on those which he vausad to 
be protected show that he has no very modest 
estimate of his property. In this be acts within 
his righta; it is dilticult to see why be should 
incur Bbiame for so doing; yet he has been 
abused like a pickpoeket both for having 
brought poor wares to New- York and for having 
rated those wares too high. This abuse chietiy 
comes from two quarters, one honest but igno- 
rant, the other dishenest and of the diackmail 
variety. To some people undeserving the name 
of American it is enough if a mau has a title to 
cause them to revile the owner and all that is 
his. Others get a cheap fame by denouncing 
what they have no means of understanding; 
still otwers are involved in the contemptible 
ealousies of the picture trade. Against the 

naves it is possibile to make head, but it was 
Goethe who remarked that even the gods con- 
tend in vain * stupidity. 

Tne Duke de Durcal was badly advised to 
bring his pictures to New-York. They might 
have fallen on evil days both at the Hétel 
Drouot and at Christie's in Loadon; but there 
was more likelihood that in either of those old 
centres of the picture trade prices bearing some 
relation to his own idess might Lave been ob- 
tained. For at each of tnese ceutres there ara 
experts and agents fur amateurs who know 
within a few thousand franos, a few hundred 
pounds, what an oid master ought to bring 
under ordinary conditions. They are not 
frightened if they see acanvas in bad cond’ tiun; 
neither are they taken in by a specious polish 
an an unnatural air of preservation 
in an old master. Behind them is a 
corps of buyers, not a few very rich 
men without comrades of more modest 
purses, but men varying in finaneial ability 
from the millionaire and the agent of maseums 
baeked by Government to the artist whe is 
charmed if he can seize for a low price seme 
Httle old vanvas which has been overlooked. 
There is nothing of this here, except the million- 
aire element, and that element prefers to buy 
in Eurepe when it buys at ail. To that the 
Duke de Durcal is one victim more of the 
forvigner’s ignorance of America. If he has 
known what itis to be routed, herse, foot, and 
dragoons, the fault lies in not knuwing where 
to choose his ground. He has been ill advised. 
Without meaning harm to any one, his visit to 
America has cost him from $20,000 tod $30,000, 
and the loss of a number of his inferior pictures. 

The collection cuntains no singie canvas of 
the wery first chop, to speak in the tongue of 
the tea merehant. That a:one would cause it to 
tail of selling wellin acity where art matters 
are atill very crude. At the public sales of 
paintings, conducted like a spectacie in a thea- 
tre, it gives « connoisseur gvose flesh to hear 
the applause that shakes the house when a 
picture is bid up above fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand dollars. It may be tullof sickly sentiment, 
poorly painted, the product of a time-serving, 
heartiess, brainless artist who never had a 
thought above the world, the flesn, and the 
devil. The applause is not for the picture, for 
what of emotion, of thought, or of marvelous 
handicraft it contains, but for the twenty thou- 
sand dollars. 

The bright side toit all is this: Crudeness is 
not stagnation; in the crowds that applaud a 
contest of money bags an individual here and 
there will see the vulgarity of it, and begin to 
study art for its realities within, not its mar- 
ket price. The Duke de Durcal has giver ono 
lesson; others will tellow. Had he had a 
eapable adviser, had be made a ~election of 
half a hundred ef his best pictures aud hung 
them for the Winter iu some pubiic place where 
they could be studied, had he then offered them 
fer sale in the Spring, he would notindeed have 
received the prices he puton them, but it is 
more than likely that the sale would have been 
substantially a success. It is probable that 
amateurs, having time to study them at 
their leisure, would have felt their merits and 
learned to 6njor what is admirable in the sec- 
ond best. If ever there was a confession of 
crudity in matters of the fine arts it isin the 
boast one often bears, that our people will oniy 
buy the very best. What it realiy weans is that 
their only standard is the money standard; put 
for “very best” the “‘very costliest” and the 
boast 1s true, 

















ALL ON ACCOUNT OF MACHINE POLITIOS. 

There is blood on the political moon in 
Queens and Suffolk Counties over the Gistribu- 
tion of Republican patronage. The Republican 
County Committee of each county insist that 
they alone have the right tosay who shall fill 
the vaeancies occasioned by the change in the 
Administration. Senator Hiscock, it is said, 


has written a letter to one of the Queens County 
committee stating that no applicant for olfice 
will have his application considered unless he 
has the indorsemeut of the County C: m.nittee. 

The war has been caused by tie interference 
of State Commitieemaa MoCormick of Jamaica. 
He has forwarded appiications to Washington 
not indorsed by the Couuty Committee. The 
Queens County Committee bas iniorsed a num- 
ber of applicants for Pestmastership.

THE NEXT STATE ELECTION 


GOV. HILL ALREADY LAYING 
HiS PUOLITIOAL WIRES. 

TO CONTROL THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 
VENTION NEXT FALL — BANKING 


BILLS IN THK LEGISLATURE. 

ALBANY, April 14—Gov. Hil has slready 
begun to mancveavre for the control of the State 
Convention next Fall, which will nomiuate the 
successors of the following State officers whose 
terms will expire on Deo. 31: Secretary of 
State Cook, State Treasurer Fitzgerald, Attor- 
ney General Tabor, and State Engineer Bogart. 
Two of these officers are out of the race—Mr. 
Cook, who has refused to run again, and Mr. 
Fitzgerald, who has already served two terms. 
It is conceded that Controller Wemple and At 
torney General Tabor wili be renominated if 
they so desire, in accordance with the eld Dem- 
ocratic doctrine of bestowing a double term 
upon the public officer who -has oreditably 
served one. 

But here arises a slight complication. Mr. 
Fitzgerald takes the ground that he should be 
promoted, and he believes that the office of Con- 
troller would just about suit -his ambition. 
But Mr. Wemple is so well pleased with his pres- 
eut position that he is not at all disposed to sur- 
render it withouta struggle. And as the Gov- 
ernor thinks more of him than he does of the 
Coriland Lilliput there is no doubt what the 
result of any contest between them will be. 

Secretary of State Cook has been one of the 
most popular officers the State has had in many 
years, but he has wearied of pubiie lile, and 
prefers cutting his eoupons in Rochester to 
signing State checks and scrutinizing the laws 
in tne Secretary of State’s office. There are not 
yet many aspirants for his piace. The Gov- 
ernor’s most intimate friends asscrt thatit must 
be given to a German who will be able to son- 
solidate all the brewing interests and, incident- 
ally, the liquor interests in the State for the 
oause whieh he espouses. The Governor him- 
Self wouid preier a brewer of national repu- 
tation if one could be found to accept the nomi- 
nation. But there is growing in the Democratic 
Party—partioularly in New-York City—a strong 
antagonism to the grip already possessed 
by the brewers in tbe party. The better 
element, while tolerating the liquor-dealers, is 
oppused to their assuming executive or dicta- 
torial powers. It says that the brewers ought 
to be satisfied with the protection given them 
by the Demvcratic Party, and should certainly 
be content to remain in the background, aad 
not appear as if they were manaxzing the party. 
This sliement leans to the younger and e¢on- 
gervative body of the party. it prefers a 
Man who has made some sgurt of a State reputa- 
tion as a lawyer or a public man to one Whose 
sole ciuim is that he is conneeted with “a big 
brewery.” Senator Cantor is receiving very 
hearty support from tbis quarter, and of the 
few names mentioned bis 18 heard most fre- 
quentiy. It is believed that it Mr. Cantor 
shouid receive the ny 6 Ag of Tammany Hail 
Gov. Hili would taorow his influence for him. 

For. State Treasurer the name of Elliot F. 
Danforth, the present assistant to Mr. Fitz- 
geraid, is heard. Mr. Danforth is a politician 
ot some experienee and has been meniiened in 


several previous Campalzns as 4 candidate, He 
has always been a strong Hill man. Another 


geutieman of whow mure may be heard later is. 


Johu 5. Riley of Platisburg, the Seoretary of 
the State Civil Service Commission, and for- 
merly Superintendent of Indian Schools. under 
President Cieveland. Smith M. Weed is his 
strong friend. k 
There is no outward opposition to the renom- 
ination of Attorney General Tabor, although 
inany Democrats criticise him as being nothing 
more er less than a iegal ally of the Gevernor. 
if there shouid be a tigot among the Democrats 
he would be a conspicuous mark for the shafts 
of the anti-Hiil combatants. D. Cady Herrick’s 
name has been meutioned for Mr. Tabor*s suc- 
oessor, Dut, 80 far as is Kuewn, 1t is without his 
consent. He proposes, it may be said, to con- 
tduuein polities as lung as Gov. Hill 1s above 
ground. His more intimate friends say that it 
‘ would hardly do tor any one to become a vandi- 
Gate tor thie office unless Attorney General 
Tabor declines to run, and that he would not 
think of it except in that contingency. At the 
same Lime the Clevelanu forces throughout the 
State would rally aruund Herrick if he would 
but give the word.

The defeat of the Hill forces in this county 
last week has given the Governor’s organiza- 
tion-a serious set-baek and the friends of Mr. 
Cleveland genuine encouragement. The Hill 
people relied so confidently upon the canal in- 
fluence that they hoped to bring to bear in the 
conilict, and were so completely taken by sur- 

rise and routed, that Hill talkin this neignber- 

ood is little heard. As a matter of fast, the 
anti- Hill forces have never been better or more 
solidly organized. It gves without coving, 
therefore, that the Governor: and his friend, 
Chairman Edward Murpby, Jr.. will be compelled 
to repair Wany of their —— 8 next Fall if 
they wish to capture the State organization. 
The Gevernor bases his hopes on the large 
cities. He already controls the delegations 
frem New-York and Kings. He ‘expects, 
through the influence of William F. Sheehan, to 
capture the delegation from Erie, which has 
héretofore been one of the strongest Uleveland 
eounties. The Governor points to the big ma- 
jority he received there last Fall as indicative 
of his great strength there. He overlooks the 
most important tact that many of those votes 
came from whisky Republicans. — 

Gep. Peter C. Duyle, whois the present State 
Committeeman from that distriet, will at the 
next meeting of the state Committee, it is 
asserted, resign in favor of Mr. Sheehan. Mr. 
Sbeehan will appear next fall as the Gevernor’s 
ohkusen adjutant in the State Committee, and 
the plan is to make him Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committes. What the Goveruor is tig- 
uring for now is the capture of the Albany and 
Syracuse districts. In the fermer he has been 
completely routed, and in the latter Mr. Henry 
J. Mowry, the old Onondaga war horse, holds 
the anti-Hill ferces in admirable control. 
By the aid of his factory inspecters the Govern- 
or 18 working up a sentiment in every district 
ofthe State which these overpaid ana little- 
worked olficiais can reach. he State pays 
their expenses. Gev. Hill has a pretty hard 
read yet before him, however—even his best 
friends adm:t this—and the outcome is not 
quite 80 promising as it was @ few monthe ago. 


The present Assembly has before it twenty- 
three billsrelating to banks, savings banks, trust 
companies, and other finaneial institutions of 


the State outside of insurance companies. None 
of these bille has yet passed. Four of them 
are on order of third reading, three more are 
in genera) orders, and the rest are sleeping in 
Mr. Rhodes’s Committee om Banks. The most 
important of the twenty-three is the measure 
introduced by Mr. Rhodes ef Westchester, which 
‘wus drawn by several savings bank Presidents. 
tpreposes to aliow the savings banks to invest 
per cent. of their assets in the stock or bends 

of cities of 50,000 inhabitants incorporated 
under the laws ef the States of Maine, Massa- 
chusrtts, New-Hampsbire, Vermont, Rhode 
Is.and, Connecticut, New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Ulinois, Wisconsin, Miehigan, Missouri, or 
Colerado. 2 

Another ef Mr. Rhodesa’s bills now en the 
order of third reading has been appreved by 
the Banking Departmert. It amends section 
29 of the act to provide forthe erganization 
of trust companies, and reads: “Whenever de- 
fault shall be made in the payment of any debt 
or liability contracted by any corporation or- 
gauized under this act the stockholders thereof 
shali be individually responsible for the then 
existing debts of thé said eorporation, but no 
stockholder shall be liable for the debts of the 
corporation to an amount exceeding the par 
yaiue of the respective shares of stock 
held by him in said corporation at the 
time of such default. No person holding 
evoock therein as executor, administrator,trustes, 
receiver, guardian, or committee, and no person 
holding such stoek as collateral securisy, shall 
be personally liable as a stockholder ip said 
company, but the estate and funds in the hands 
of such executor, administrator, trustee, re- 
oelver, guardian, or committee shall be liable 
in like maunerand to the same extent as the 
testator or intestate, or the ward or person 
interested in such trust funds would have been 
if living and competent to aot and hold the 
stock in his own name, and the person pledging 
such steek shall be deemed a stockhoider and 
liabie under this section.” Mr. Rhodes is a 
Westchester man, and Westchester men are 
mighty good men to keep both eyes on. 

Section 19 of the same law is amended by 
another bill so as to limit the capital. of trust 
compunies to at least $1,000,000 in cities of 
over 500,000. In cities less than 500,000 the 
——— is not to exceed $500.000, In cities of 
not Iess than 100,000 the capital is limited to 
$200,000... ‘ihe Gapital stock of a company 
may be increased by a vote of two-tiirds of the 
stockholders to a sum not to exeeed $2,000,000. 

Mr. Acker bas a Dill op the order of third 
reading to provide for the organization of 
achool savings banks, which. provides that in 
any county in which no 6avings bank is organ- 
ized the trustee or trustees of any schoo! dis- 
trict, the prinoipal of the school therein, and 
three or more citizens May associate together 
to organize a sehooi savings bank.

The State canals will not be opened for traffic 
before May 1.

A PILOT BOAT SUNK. 





THE SUEVIA RUNS DOWN THE BATE- 
MAN—TWO MEN DROWNED. 

The Hamburg steamship Snevia arrived 
at Quarantine last night at about 8 o’clock, and 
though she brought no news of the missing 
people from the Danmark she still was the 
bearer of sad tidings. At about 11 o’clock on 
Saturday morning, while in the midst of a dense 
fog, the Suevia ran down the pilot boat Com- 
modere Bateman (No. 11) and sank her. Two 
of those on board the pilot boat went down with 


their oraft. They were pilot Jehn Handran and 
the colored cook Harry Haiford. 

Capt. Ludwig of the Suevia reported that the 
weather was so thick that he did nut perceive 
the Bateman until he was nearly upen her. The 
headway of the steamer was too great to be 


‘ehecked and her sharp bows struck the light 


svhooner directly amidships, crashing through 
planking aud timbers and ut last cutting right 
through the huil. The pilot boat sank imme 
diately, leaving a large amount of wreck- 
axe floating on the spot. The big ship 
Was stopped as soon as possible and boats were 
lowered and life preservers and lines thrown 
Over to the struggling pilets and their orew who 
were seen trying to keep themselves afloat. 
The few passengers on the Suevia were terribly 
frightened, thinking that some injury had been 
done their own vessel, but they were svon 
pacified by the officers who acted. with the great- 
est promptness and decision. 

After picking up all that could be found left 
of the Batemau’s crew it was discovered that 
two were missing. * The cook was not seen after 
the collision, having probably been below and 
been carried down:with the wreck. Pilot 
Handran was seen after the accident, but he 
bad probably been ao badiy injured about the 
head that he sank before Delp veuld reach him. 
Both the surviving pilots and the passengers of 
the Suevia signed resolutions thanking Capt. 
Ludwig for the ready assistanee he lent 
the crew of the pilet boat, and declaring that 
he had done all that was possibie under the 
circumstances. The saved included Capt. John 
Phelan and his partners, Bernard Brady, E. 
Devlin, Charlies L. Samson, and E. C. . 
Turnure; Boat Helper Cornelius G. Madgan, 
and Seamen Julius Jacobser, Fred Neilsen, J. 
Robinson, and Charles Peel. — 

The Commodore Bateman was aimosi a brand- 
new boat, Raving been launched July 18, 1888, 
at Poillon’s yard, South Broeklyn. she took 
the place of the ill-fated Phantom, which, with 
her entire crew, bad never been heard of after 
the blizzard of Mareh in the same year. The 
Bateman was built and designed by Poillon. 
She was 92 teet long, 21 feet 9 inches beam, 10 
feet depth of hold, and of 75 tons burden. She 
carried 40 tons of baliast and her frames were 
of tne best oak, hackmatack, and locust. Pilot 
John Handran, the lost pilot, was one of the 
original owners, together with John Phelan, 
Bernard Brady, T. F. Murphy, E. W. Tiernan, 
and C. L. Samson.

BARNUM'’S SANITARY RULES. 
There probably is no place on this conti- 
nent where a menagerie exists that the sanitary 
rules are so rigidly enforced as in Madison- 
Square Garden. Tke building is disinfected, 
cleaned, and dusted twiee daily. There is an 
attendant appointed for every one or two cages, 


whose duty it is to wash the interior and 
exterior of the cages after every performance 
with carbolic soap and lye. Every four borses 
hus a groom, who even changes the bedding 
twice daily. In all the cages fresh, clean straw 
and sawdust are spread upen the floors also twice 
aday, and even after the animals are fed the 
fleors are mopped and oleaned. 

Dr. Leotard and a staff ef assistants are en- 
gaged to constantly watch the animaia, anda if 
the slightest symptomse of cold or other sickness 
is found the animal is isolated and cared for 
much better than some human beings. A large 
fine Tartary yak was unhesitatingly Kkilied last 
Winter in Bifdgeport because it showed evi- 
dence of slight mange, and its cage and all con- 
nee with it was burned.

OBITUARY, — 


SIMEON BALDWIN CHITTENDEN. 

Ex-Congressman Simeon B. Chittenden, 
who has been at the point of death for several 
weeks, died yesterday afternoon at his home, 
18 Pierrepont-street, Brooklyn. With him at 
the time were his son, 8. B. Chittenden, Jr., 
and tne latter’s family, and Dra. Lusk and 
Rushmore, No arrangements ‘have yet been 
made for the funeral, but it will probably oecur 
on Wednesday. It will take place from the 
Church of the Pilgrims, of which he was one of 
the original six incorporators. He was the last 
of the sixtodia ; 

Tne Hon. Simeon Baldwin {Chittenden was 
born March 29, 1814, in the village of Guilford, 
Conn., at the homestead that had been owned 
by bis family since the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. He was a direct descendant 
of William Chittenden, who with a company of 
six others settled Guilford in 1639. William 
Chittenden’s family furnisned a number of men 
prominentin public life in New-England, two 
of them being Governors of the State of Ver 
mont, one of them for 17 years, and another a 
inember vf Congress from 1803 to 1813, The 
father of the iate Mr. Ohittenden died 
while the boy was yot young, leaving 
a widow with but scant means. After 
.receiving some irregular svhooling and while 
preparing for eollege under the Oongrega- 
tionalist minister of the village, young Chitten- 
den, at the age of 14, was offered a place as 
clerk in a store at New-Raven, where he began 
his business career. Before he was yet.of age 
he opened a store with his brotner, which he 
carried on successfully until 1842, when, at the 
age of 28, he establinhed himself in the whole- 
sale dry goods business in this city, with his 
residence in Brvoklyn. He remained in this 
business until 1874, when he retired on his 
election to Cengress, where he served for a por- 
tion of the Forty-third and the whole of the 
Fory-fourth, Forty-titth, aud Forty-sixth Con- 
grosses, seven years in all. 

As & business man Mr. Chittenden was char- 
acterized by energy, courage, and astuteness, 
_Wwith the most scrupulous integrity. At the 
eutbreak of the civil war his house. was among 
the three largzestin the Union, and had » very 
large Southern trade. It might easily after 
that — have assumed the leading position 
uad Mr. Chittenden given to hisown interests 
the time, thought, effort, and money that he 
bestowed unceusingly upon. the cause of the 
Union. His first active part in politics was 
taken in the Autumn of 1860 in the momentous 
struggle that resulted in theeleoction of Mr. 
Linco!n. His house had been ‘“ blacklisted” by 
the Suontbern press, and his Southern castomers 
had been warned not to deal with bim. Though 
he had veen ontirely aloof from polities up to 
this time he responded to this combmhed thrust 
and bribe with characteristic spirit, In the first 

olitical speech made by him, on the 27th of 

eptember, 1860, he advocated the election of 
Lincoln. “After what has happened,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘and in view of what bas been done and 
is being done, if there be anything in my senti- 
meuts really offeusive, I make it a point of 
bonor to expose them for cendemnation.” From 
this time it was to be Mr. Chittenden’s lot to 
give a great deal of his time to public affairs. 
When the war broke out in 1861 he was among 
the proposers and originators of the Union De- 
P fense Committee of New-York and of the War 
Fund Committee of Brooklyn, both of which 
ave priceless aid to the Government, espeeially 
in the earlier days of the war. An example of 
his wany acts of generous devotion was his gift 
of $10,000 to promote enlistments to fill the 
ranks of the Fourteenth (Brooklyn) Regiment, 
thinned, as they had been, by gallant service. 
He was one of the founders and for eight years 
the manacing director of the Brooklyn t nion, 
established in 1863 as an organ of the patriotic 
sentiment of that city. 

Duriuog his busiuess life Mr. Chittenden was 
Vice President of the Chamber of Commerce of 
New-York, and founder of the Continental Fire 
Insurance Company and of the Continental 
Bank; a Trustee of the United States Trust Com- 
pany; a Direetor of the Union Ferry Company, 
and of a number of railroad companies, and 
President of the New-Haven and New-London 
Railroad Company. ; 

He was elected to Cengress in 1874 as an In- 
dependent Kepublican, and was a member of 
the House eontinuousily until 1881. During this 
time his party was in the muinerity, but Mr. 
Chittenden took an active. and influential part 
in the debates on the ourrency and 
tinange and on the tariff, as well as in 
the ‘discussion of general legislation. He 
was most of the time a member of 
the Committee on Coinage, and was particularly 
interested in the legislation as to silver and as 
to the redemption of the legal-tender paper of 
' the Government. On the former he was strongly 
opposed to the increased coinage, and his 
influence was felt in the restriction that was 
tinally imposed. As to the United States notes, 
he had advucated long before entering Congress, 
and with still greater energy after entering, 
the restoration of the right to note holders te 
exchange the notes at par for interest-bearing 
ponds, Maintaining that in this way the 
currency could at all times be kept from 
undue inflation. He was a conservative but 
earnest defender of the national banking sys- 
tem, and was instrumental in securing the abo- 
lition of the arbitrary restrictions and the sse- 
tionai regulations as to the issue of bank notes. 
In this sense he was an advocate of “* free 
banking,” but he wished that freedom of note 
issues should. be imperatively joined with a 
system of reguiar,constaut redemption in legai- 
tender currency, the latter to be redeemable in 
gold or exehangeable in bends. On all these 
subjects his large experience gave’ weight to 
his views, especi as he was for the greater 
part of the time that he was in Congress the 
soie representative from the great financial 
centre that includes New-York and Brooklyn. 

Mr. Chittenden warmly opposed the amend- 
ment to the Resumption act of 1875, passed in 
1878, by which the Government was required 
to reissue the redeemed legal tenders. © was 
convinced that such reissue was in effect anew 
issue, for which Congress could give no au- 
thority, and in a debate with Gen. F. Butler 
he oftered to make up a test case and carry it to 
the Supreme Court. The plan was carried out, 
and Mr. Chittepden engaged William Alien 
Butler, Esq., of this city and Senator George F. 
Edmunds to conduot the case. The decision was 
finally rendered against him, but on grounds 
that were sharply criticised as unsound by some 
ef the most learned constitutional lawyers of 
the country. 

During his term in Congress Mr. Chittenden 
set on fovt the movement for the bronze statue 
to Washington on the steps of the Sub-Treas- 
ury, where the first President had taken the 
oath of office. 

In private life Mr. Chittenden was a modest 
but most generous benefaetor to causes and 
persons that he deemed deserving. He was 
among the founders of the Children’s Aid Soe)- 
ety in Brooklyn and the Eye and Ear Hospital, 
of the Academy of Music, the Art Association, 
the Brooklyn Library, the Historical Society, 
and a generous friend of many other good 
works in the city of his home. He was a prom- 
inent member of the Church ef the Pilgrima, 
the Rev. K. 8. Storrs, pastor, and a Trustee of 
the American Board of Forefan Missions. He 
gave liberally to the Theological Department 
of Yale College, and just before his death oroot- 
ed a noble building for the University Library.

JOHN P. USHER. 


John P. Usher, Secretary ef the Interior 
under ,President Linceln, died Saturday at 
the University Hospital’ in Philadelphia Mr. 
Usher, who was a resident of Kansas, went to 
Philadelphia from Florida, where he had a Wiater 
residence. On March 29 he was admitted to 
the hospital in order to have asurgical operatien 
performed on his throat, upon both sides of 


which tumors had grown. He was then in so 
weak a condition that Dra. D. H. Agnew, J. 
Asbhurst, and E, Kirby decided that it 
would be necessary to strengthen his system 
before attempting the operation,and he was 
placed under the most favorable treatment. 

On April 3 the first operation was per- 
formed by Dr. Agnew, with tne assistance of 
the other dostors, and thia resulted in givin 
the patient the first period ef unrextricte 
breathing he had enjoyed for months. His recu- 
peration seemed steady, and four days ugo the 
necessary second operation was perfermed by 
making, as in the former case, an incision in the 
neck and removing the remaining and the larg- 
est tumor. From this Mr. Usher did not rally. 

Mr. Usher was born in Madison County, this 
State, on Jan. 9, 1816. While stilh a youth he 
removed to Indiana, where he studied law and 
Was admitted to the bar. He also took an active 

art in politics, becoming a member of the State 

gislature, and also served for a short time 
as Attorney General of the State. In 1862 he 
was appointed by Presidént Lincoln First As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, an office 
which he filled until January, 1863, when he 
was appointed Secretary of ithe Interior as 
successor to Caleb B. Smith, resigned. 

Mr. Usher remained: a member of Mr. Lin- 
coln’s Cabinet until the close of the latter's 
first term,in March 1865, when he resignea 
although his successor, ex-Senator James Har- 
lan of Iowa, did not qualify until the 15th of 
May, after Mr. Lincoln’s death. 

On leaving the Cabinet Mr. Usher resumed his 
law practice, which became a large and profit- 
able one. Formany years past. he resided at 
Lawrenee, Kan., and acted as counsel) for the 
Missouri Pacific and Kansas Pacific Ratiroads.

OENTENNIAL STAND SBATS OF- 
FERED HOR SALE. : 
EVERYBODY ANXIOUS TO SEE THE GREAT 
PARADES—ACTION OF THE HOTEL 
PROPRIETORS—NOTES, &C. 

It begins to look very much as though 
somebody was engaged in a big scheme of 
speculation with the tickets which are to admit 
Spectators to the grand stands during the 
parade of the cpntennial processions, On Satur- 
day last a prominent theatrical manager of 
this eity was approached by a man, who called 
him mysteriously away froma party of friends 
with whom he was conversing, and asked himif 
he did not want to buy 200 seats for the Madl- 
s0n-square stand. — 

He showed the tiekets, neatly packed, and 
they did not look as if they had been passed 
through any hands but those of the printer. The 
man said he bad paid $3 apiece for the tickets 
aud proposed to dispose of them to the highest 
bidder. ~ Mr, Tyson of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
newspaper stand had offered him, he said, 
$5 75 aplece for them, but he thought that was 
too little, and he came to the manager to see if 
he did not want to ge into the speculation. 

The manager is a gentleman who has succeas- 
fully stamped out the speculation nuisance 


about his own theatres, and he promptly de- 
clined to enter into any nexotiations for the 
tickets. He endeavored to induce the holder 
of the tickets to tell from whom he received 
them, but was unsuccessful in this. 

Three uf the best, places from which to see 
the centennial parade are the offices of the 
American Joekey Club in the Medison-Square 
Bank building, and of the Coney Isiand und 
New-York Jeokey Clubs in the Cunberiand, at 
Fifth-avenue and Twenty-second-street. Ap- 
plications for permission to occupy these offices 
have come to the Kxecutive Committees of 
both the American and Coney Island Clubs 
In such numbers as would puck beth 
places to asuttocation. As tne Now- 
York Club has but few members, whut 
might be called demands for room have 
not been so great. Matters finally assumed 
such @ phase that the Executive Committees of 
the ¢iubs bad to take seme action. So the 
Exeoutive Cemmittee of the American Jockey 
Club decided that 1ts offices could be used only 
by its members and the members of their 
tamilies. Tue Coney Island Ciub was a trifle 
more liberal and decided that its rooms would 
be open to the Governors of the ciub, 25 
in number, the members of their families 
and a limited number of friends of the 
Governors. The governing powers are 
Lappy at having secured sueh splenaid 
plaees for sightseeing without cost, but some of 
the club members who had counted upon the 
use of therooms are very unhappy. Mr. Leonard 
W. Jerome wiil hardly want for a place trum 
whieh to see the parade, as he is President of 
the Coney Isiand and New-York Clubs, a member 
of the American Jockey Club’s Executive Com- 
mittee, and a member of the Union Club, and 
so has the cholee of four excellent places from 
which to :00k at the show. 

Mr. Edward L. Merrifield, President of the 
Hetel Keepers’ Association of New: York City, 
has called a meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee oi that organization for to-day to discuss 
ways and means of accommodating the stran- 
gers Who are oxpected te visit the metropolis 
during the celebration of the centennial of Wash- 
ington’s inawguration. At that meeting Mr. 
Merritiela will recommend that all members of 
the association shall make inquiry as to the lo- 
cation aud character of the buarding houses in 
tho neighborhood of their several hotels so as 
to be able to direct the overflow of the hotel 
trafiio to reliable places of loaging..

PACIFIC PASSENGER TROUBLES. 

Br. PAUL, April 14.—General Passenger Agent 
Fee of the Northern Pacific waa a little excited 
to-day over the action of the Union Pacific on 
Puget Sound passenger business. Some days 
before he had notifiea Chairman Leeds of the 
Union Pacific’s action, and the latterin turn 
notified Chairman Blanchard that such action 
Was a Violation of the agreement of the Trans- 
continental Association. 

The whole trouble was over the matter of 
ticketing passengers to Puget Sound pointe, 
which are in Northern Pacitic territory. By the 
transountinental agreement the Union Pacitic 
could sell tickets only to Portiand, but it re- 
cently announced its intention of selling to the 
Bound points over the Pacific division of the 
Northern Pacific. Honve the trouble. 

Mr. Fee said the Northern Pacitic had been 
working tor years to get the tide of emigration 
turned its way, aod weantime had never inter- 
Tered with the Onion racitic’s heavy Caufornia 
business, résvlutely maintaining rates all the 
time. Now Dusiuess Was coming the way of the 
Nortbérn Pucitic, aad the Union Pacitic could 
not bear to see its Competiter prosper. Mr.-lee 
sald the through tickets over tue Union Pacitic 
would not be honered over the Pacitic Division. 
He also said that the Union Pacitie was issuing 
with the tickets an order on the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company at Portiand, by which 
the latter furuished passengers with a cul 
ticket, paying $6 therefor. As the rate to Port- 
land is the same as to Tacoma, this amountea 
toa cut of $6.

MR. COLEMAN'S SCHEME TO 
RHIAIN POWSBR. 
TAMMANY MUST BE APPEASED AND 

THAT IS. WHY THE CONTRACTS FOR 
STREET CLEANING ARE GIVEN UP. 
In the light of the statutes conferring 
power upon him, the statement by Street- 
Cleaning Commissioner Coleman of the reasons 
for the change from the contract system of 
cleaning the streets below Fourteenth-street 
to the old Gay’s-work system, seems to be mis- 
leading. In itself the statement is inconsistent. 
When the contract syatem was adopted Com- 
missioner Coleman said he was of the opinion. 
that it was better than the day’s-work method. 
He had had experience with the latter, and had 
Jearned from it that men workicg with broom, 
hoe, and shovel were less likely. to ply those 
implements industrieusly in the fmmeiliate 
service of the city than under the supervision 
of contractors, to whom loss of time meant a 
loss of money. In his statement, published in 
THE Trmx«s yesterday, he declared that the con- 
tractors had dene their work satisfactorily, and 
followed the declaration with the assertion that 
he believed the streets could not be cleaned as 
well under the day’s-work system as by con-. 
tract. Yet he was willing to go back to the old 
aystem he did not believe in. Why? Well, for 
the sake of experiment—*‘ to see whether the 
contractors’ work could be improved upon.” 
Of course there was no politics in the matter! 
How could there be, with all the foremen in the 


Street Cleaning Department selected after oivil 
service examinations ? Commissioner Coleman 
apparently did not know that the men who 
really run the machinery of the civil service are 
now all Tammanyites. The Commissioners 
alone are earnest reformers, and they have not 
the time to wateh everything doue by their sub- 
ordinates. 

Yet if Commissioner Coleman chose te intro- 
duce politics into his.departmeat, good foremen 
with civil service records could not check him. 
There are hundreds of men under the foremen 
as to whose employment or dismissal he has 
tke sole power of determination. He probably 
learned something respecting the use of this 

ower for political purposes from & severe crit- 
¢ism made on him in the house of one of the 
big Democratic clubs prior to the last election, 
His critic was then nominally a County Demo- 
erat, who since joined Tammany Hall. He was 
a@n earnest advocate of President Cleveland’s 
re-election, and he believed that the methods of 
Commissioner Coleman had helped to diminish 
the Deniocoratic vote in this city. He openly 
eharged the Cemmissioner with festering the 

adrone system by permitting the employment 

n street cleaning of non-voting Italians whom 
he should have known were eumpelied to divide 
their wages with labor leeches, and whe took 
the places voters were willing to take if they 
could get the pay nomiually given the Italians. 
Commissioner Coleman denied that he knew 
any of these facts. But he has had the eppor- 
tunity to ascertain them sinee. 

Is there any reason why Mr. Coleman should 
now adopt the day’s-work system te get rid of 
padroue-ridden Italians and put voters at the 
work of street cleaning? Is there any reason 
why these voters should be selected from the 
followers of Tammany Hail? The facts speak 
fer themselves. The Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning is essentially subject to the will of a 
Mayor, endowed with power like that which 
circumstances have put into the handsof Mayor 
Grant. The Mayor appoints the Commissioner 
by and with the. approval of twe members of 
the Board of Healto. The appointment is made 
ter no specitic term. The Mayor may remove 
the Commissioner at any time by certifying 
that “in bis judgment such removal is required 
in the public interest,” the certificate to be ap- 
proved by twomembers of the Board of Health. 
After May 1 Mayor Grant will have two members 
ot the Board of Health ready to do his bidding 
respecting the Commissioner of Street Cleaning. 
They will be the successor of President Bayles 
of that board and of President Stephen B. 
¥reneh of the Police Board. If Mayor Grant 
should certify that public interest required 
the departure of James 8. Coleman from the 
otifiee of Streét-Cleaning Commissigner, public 
interest, so certified to, would prevail very 
apeedily. 

Conimissioner Coleman has a good deal of 
shrewdness, besides having some friends like 
John D. Crimmins in Tammany Hall and close 
to Mayor Grant. By the exereise of that 
stirewdness and with the aid of advice from his 
triends he has evidently gone into politics, He 
hashad toshow that Tammany Hall's inter- 
ests were intimately counected with his in or- 
der to beat down the opposition of such men as 
Henry D. Purrey and Edward Kearney, now 

owerful in Tammany. tuo bis retention in office. 

‘ney dislike him heartily. In the interest of 
Mayor Hewitt’s re-election, seemingly, he dis- 
missed his deputy, Jacob Seabold, because Sea- 
bold wus working hard in the ranks of the Pur- 
roy Demucracy. That he bas beaten down their 
opposition amd made a “deal” for the mutual 
interest of himself and Tammany, there can be 
no doubt. 

If Street-Cleaning Commissioner Coleman had 
desired, he could, long ago, nave made con- 
tracte for cleaning ali the streets in the city. 
‘To do this, all he had to do was to procare the 
assent of the Board of Estimate anid Appor- 
tionment. Since Jan. 1 that board has been 
made up of two Tammany men—Mayor Grant 
and President Arnold of the Board of Alder- 
Inen—and two County Demoocrats—Contrelier 
Myers and President Michael Coleman of the 
Tax Board. On his declaration that experience 
had shown the contract system to be the better 
method for cleaning the streets, Messrs. Myers 
and Coleman would have been sure to act in 
his favor, and Mayor Grant and Presi- 
agent Arnold would not have dared 
to oppose him with their inex peri- 
contracts could have been 
made by him for three years, and, however 
greedy Tammany Hall might be for patronage, 
they would have: endured at least a year, in 
spite of the provision for their terminatien on 
lu days’ notice under the approval of the 
Mayor. It is Mayor Grant’e great purpose to 
avoiad giving occasion fur well-founded criti- 
cism, and he wouid be loth to break the con- 
tracts without collecting reasons for months. 
Bot while reasons satisfactory to the Mayor 
were accumulating, the substretam of Tam- 
maany Hall would be upheaving and threaten- 
ing to throw down the fabric resting upen it. 

Here are reasons enough why Street-Cleaning 
Commissioner Coleman should defer making 
contracts, while he and Tammuny were negotiat- 
ing a “deal,” and.when. the. ‘ deal” was made, 
why he should suddenly determine that “the 
eyatem of cleaning the streets by day’s labor 
might be adopted: for a year, in order to see 
whether the contractors’ work could be im- 
proved upon.” 

Mayor Grant said yesterday that he had not 








sought to chauge tne contract system of street 
gleaning to the day’s work method. 

“ Some time ago,” he said, * I told Commis- 
sioner Coleman that extraordinary efforts must 
be put forth to have the streets in perfect con- 
dition during the centennial celebration, If 
necessary, I told him, the streets should be 
gleaned four or five times a day. This led to a 
eonversation respecting the comparative mer- 
its of the contract and day’s-work systems. 
Commissioner Celeman said he thought the 
day’s-work system the vetter one. His opinion 
ie the Ddasis of the determination not to renew 
the contracts on May 1.”

SPRING DUOK SHOOTING. 
TWO WEEKES MORE OF SPORT FOR LONG 

ISLAND HUNTERS. ’ 
The duck shooting season on Long Island 
waters endson May 1. From Oot. 1 until that 
Gate constitutes the open season. By law, 
swivel guns, punt guns, or any piece not fred 
from the shoulder are prohibised, as are 
floating batteries, except in the waters of the 
Great Sonth Bay, west of Smith’s Point or 
Peconic or Shinneesock Bays. It is also tilegal 
to sail ‘for water fowl and to shoot them from 
any vesscl propelled by steam or sails in any 





Gardiner’s Bay, and Peconie Bay. 
Perhaps the dest duck killed: in any nnmbers 
along the Long Island shores is the mallard, 


to three pounds. The dill is about the length 
of the head, and is green and yellow in color 
and concave in shape. The neck is long and 


slender; iris dark brown. The feet, which are 
set back from tbe centre of the body, are 
orange-red. The head and upper part of the 
eneck are deep green in the drake and a white 
ring, like a collar, appears around the middle 
of the neck. The duck is of a pale yellowish 
browh, streaked and spotted, and much less 
‘brilliant in eolor than the drake. Maliards are 
among wild rowl what common dueks are 
among tame poultry. They afford good sport, 
— excellent on the table when not 
ae. 6 F 

The. far-famed canvas-baok (Anas valisneria) 
1s sometimes shot in Long Island waters, but as 
itis only: remarkable for its excellence when 
killed in watets where the wild celery grows, 
and as that'wonderful plant does not grow near 
Long Island, the few killed are not prized as 
they are in the Chesapeake Buy region. 

Duok shooting in Jamaica Bay is often good, 
but the proximity to the cities doubtless ren- 
ders the bi:as wild. Flights of the dusky or 
black duek are often seen, and many are shot 
every yeur. Many other varieties are also 
found in Long Island waters, avd the sport is 
grand at times. Earlyin the morning, just at 
sunrise, is the best time te shoot dueks. Flights 
may be seen in long lines, and where sinkboats 
and deeoys are allowed the shooter bas rare 
sport. The sinkboats are anchored out in the 
bays with the deceys, or wooden ducks are 
placed about it. The wild ducks see them as 
they approach, and falter in their flight. If not 
fired upon they frequently alight among them. 
The shooter “ jies Jow” until the flight is almost 
overhead. He then rises to a sitting posture 
and blazes away. : 

The favorite ducking gun is of ten pounds 
weight, of No. 10 gauge, and it should be loaded 
with four or five drams of strong ducking 
ata pe with one and a half or two ounces of 

o. 3uhnot. Sometimes larger shot is preferred, 
but No. 3 is about right. Seme sportsmen use 
a fourteen-pound gun, with the weight chiefly 
in the butt to counteract the shoek of the recoil. 
In this gun five and a half drams of powder 
and a heavier charge of shotare used. Between 
sunset and 5 o’slock in the morning ducks may 
not legally de shot. 

A duck very different from all others 1s found 
in small numbers on Long Island. This is the 
wood dauok or Summer duck, (Anas sponsa.) 
The wood duck is the most beautiful of lhe 
whole family of wild fowl. Their nests are 
built in hollow trees and stumps. They live on 
acerns, .pond moss, grains, and insects, and 
haunt the barvest fields. They cannot be de- 
ceived by decoys nor by calls, and are shot 
while fiying through the woods, much as wild 
pixeons are. 

The plumage of the drake of this species is 
dense, soft, and glossy. The wings are of mod- 
erate length, The upper mandibie is bright red 
at the base, yellowish at the sides, and the in- 
termediate space black. The iris and edges of 
the eyelids are bright red. The feet are dull- 
orange with claws of black. The upper part of 
the head and the space between the bili and the 
eye are deep green. Below the latter space is 
# patch of. rich dark purple, and there 1s a larg- 
er one behind theeye. The sides of the neck, 
hind parts and middle are darx purple. The 
breast is grayish white. The duck wuch smaller 
than the drake, and not at all like him In color.

The building was 
to be large enough to give plenty of accommo- 
dattons for the several clubs, and slso to con- 
tain a large room available fer dinners and re- 
@eptions. 

The idea was at first quite favorably receivéd 
by the photographers, Dut after more careful 
thought the members have eome to think that 
they. would be better off in rooms of their own 


and in a building occupied by themselves alone. 
Tne society, however, is mm need of new and 
larger rooms, anid hopes before long to seoure a 
building of iis own. Several rooms are needed 
tor a society of the kind. There must, of course, 
ve a large lecture room, where the exhibitions 
can be givea and meetings held. A library. 
room is also necessary, as the seciety is accumu- 
lating rapidly a large number of bouks and pa- 
pers upon photographic apparatus and methods, 
A selof operating rooms, With the pecessary dark 
elusets, are aluolutely needed, as well as space 
tor keeping apparatus and storing piates and 
studies. ‘he woviety is laying aside a sum of 
money each yeur a8 areserve tund for a new 
building, and several gentlemen have siguitied 
their intention of aiding in the work. Au eltort 
—* be mado to push the Matter as s00n aS pos- 
sible, 

The location spoken of for the new combined 
Club building 18 alse not eatisfactory to the ama- 
teurs, who believe that the light would not meet 
their wants, and plenty of light ie something 
they must have in order that good results may 
be obtained. Much of the work of the svoiety 
is in experimenting with new developers, new 
plates, aud the iatest and newest fads in the 
shape of iustrumenis connected witn picture 
taking. Almost every night young men are at - 
work at the rooms, aud plenty of facilities are, 
of course, required. So the amateur pbhotog- 
raphers will probably not joinin the club move- 
nent. ' 

‘The amateurs are already laying in a stock of 
dry plates and waking preparations tor the 
naval parade of the centennial celebration. 
There will undoubtedly be over 5,000 pictures 
ut least taken of this feature alone. The Society 
of Amateurs has securec the steamer Philadel- 
phia from whieh to view the procession, and 
many members have signified their intention of 
xuing On the trip. ‘The plan of having a steamer 
lo themselves is an excelient one, as on the 
excursion bo .ts the. amateur is constantly an- 
neyed by other sightseers, and, of cuurse, him- 
self is often a source of annoyance to others. 
On tne Philadelphia there will be ample room 
for the tripou men to fix their apparatus, while 
the detective camera experts will have full 
sweep. ‘The display of cameras will be a sight 
in iteelf. Itis proposed afterward to give a 
luntern slide exbibition of the best pictures 
obtained at the sociéty rooms. The taking of 
marine views is a specialty umong phosogra- 
phers, and uot a tew do their best work in this 
luwe. Itis,to be hoped that the day may bea 
pleasant one and the light good. ‘Lhe amateurs 
will attend to Lhe rest. 

Chicage photographers are also to have an ex- 
hibitionof pictures. It will be he!d from May 15 
to May 25, and probably in the,Art Institute, with 
the,object of promoting artscience and technical 
excellence of photography. Diplomas will be 
awarded as weil as prizes offered by dealers and 
others. These are gola medals and photo- 
graphic apparatus. A Kodak camera will be 
given for the best collection of 25 Kodak pictures 
offered. 

There is one rule of the Photographical So- 
ciety of Chicago which is creating much criti- 
cism, and thatis that every exhibitor must be- 
come an active or associate member of the so- 
ciety in order to compete for prizes. This ama- 
teurs in various partaof the country do not 
like, and many noted for their excellent work 
do uot propose to expond $3 each to become as- 
sociate members of the society in order to ob- 
tain a chance to show their pictures, Many 
amateurs focluding the Lest are averse to plac- 
ing their work onthe walls at exhibitions under 
apy ¢ircumstances, and exhibitions of a society 
often lack the pictures of their most skilled 
members. The exhibition will be the first of ths 
Chicago society. 

Included in the exhibit of the Mechanics: and 
Tradesmen’s Society to the Paris Exposition are 
flash-light photographs of the Apprentices’ Li- 
brary in Sixteenth-street. They ure fair speci- 
meus, showing the students at work in the 
drawing and art schovis. Some of the young 
men’s countenances are rather blurred, puta 
little thing of that kind 18 overlooxed in a 
flagh-light picture, Indeed, it is dihoult to get 
a clear outline of faces by flash light. The vx- 
plosion of the magnesium powder ofsen causes 
an involuntary movement of.persons who are 
being photographed, and it takes considerable 
experienee for a man not to moveamuacie 
when the flash occurs. It would seem that an 
instantaneous exposure would secure the right 
result whether faces twitched or not, but it 
dves not seem to be the case. 

The next lantern aliie exhibition of the 
Society of Amateur Photographers of New- 
York will be held the evening of April 17, and 
will comprise a coliection of pictures taken by 
Prot. Randail Spaulding, Principal of the Mout- 
clair High School, entitled ** From Killarney to 
the Hebrides.” > 

A test night with lantern slides Was held at 
the suciety’s room last week, and some excel- 
lent views Were thrown on the screen. Tie 
new Dallmeyer lens, recently imported from 
Europe, has proyed a success, ana gives much 
satisfaction. 

The London Camera Club, of whieh Capt. 
Abney is President, has recently admitted Rts 
five hundredth member. 








RIOH AND POOR IN A GREAT? OITY. 
The Rev. R. Heber Newton preached 
yesterday morning at All Souls’ Church on the 
schooling ef sorrow, He opened his remarks 
by refering to the influenee upon eharacter in 
general wrought by suffering. Thesympathetic 
qualities, he said, which make up a beautiful 
soul are sometimes developed in the sunshine, 
but for the most part-they grew best in the 
shadows.

THIRST WAS QUENCHED IN MOST OF 
. THE CONCERT HALLS YESTERDAY. . 
‘It was made evident yesterday that in 

certain parts of this city alive appreciation 
of the sacredness of music is absolutely impos- 
sible unless there is more or less beer in the 
immediate neighborhood. . Sacred music by 
itself, or even in eonjunetion with weiss beer 
seems te lose mostof its grandeur and repels 
rather than attracts those ladies and gentie- 
men who, under a liberal interpretation of the 
excise laws, are wont to ravel in musical 
strains which stir the finer chords in their nat- 
ures, 

Mr. George Kraus, who divides his time be- 
tween stirring up the politics in the ward in 
which: he lives and “running” Volks Garden in 
the Bowery, obtained an opinion from Corpora- 
tion Counsel Beekman on Saturday which per- 
mitted the keeping open of the concert part of 
his establishment on Sunday, but only on the 
condition that no hquid of an intoxicating char- 
acter be sold upon the premises. Mr. Kraus 
placarded the front of Velks Garden yesterday 
with immense posters setting forth, in German 
and in English, the fact that he had won a 
glorious victory in his struggle with the author- 
ities, and that persons to whom sacred music 
was indispensable might step inside and listen 
to such to their hearts’ content. 

But the publicity given to the anti-beer section 
of Mr. Beekman’s opinion was against him, and 
tew persons availed themselves of this oppor- 
tunity to listen to music. Those who did enter 
the place were entertained with music enough, 
but the weiss beer and the other temperance 
drinks had not sufficient magnetism to detain 
the visitors long, and the place was not filled at 
any time, 

In marked contrast to this concert garden 
was the interior of that which is kept by Mr. 
Adam Gander. in Eighth-street, agen off Broad- 
way. Mr. Gander threw open his garden with 
its female orchestra in attendance, put a white 
sheet over his bar, and marked it ‘ Closed,” 
and sold kegs of beer to the people who crowded 
the plaee.

SUICIDE 








OF A DOOTOR. 





DR. GEORGE GYLES BECOMES DESPOND- 
ENT AND SWALLOWS STRYCANINE. 
Dr. George R. Gyles, for 40 years a physi- 
eian in this city, died at his home, 417 West 
Twenty-third-street, yesterday frem the effects 
of stryehnine. Dr. Gyles had been very de-. 
spondent for some time and his mind is believed 
to have been affected.

Mrs. Gyles was almost prostrated by the 
death of her husband under such distressing 
circumst.nces. She said yesterday that with- 
out doubt. his mind had become disordered, and 
she believed he was troubled with soitening of 
the brain. -Within a week past he had been 
worse, but his relatives had no thought that he 
would attempt te end his own life. Business 
troubles were the cause of his mental depres- 
sion, A judgment had been obtained against 
him for $1,5v0 a couple of years ago by a 
patient whose leg Dr. Gyles had set. The pa- 
tient suffered much and claimed tnat it was 
owing to bad treatment on the part of the doc- 
—— Dr. Gyles’s practice was formerly quite 
arge. 

Deputy Coroner Jenkins visited the doctor’s 
home yesterday afternoon, but did not find 1% 
necessary to make an autopsy. The bottle 
which contained the strychningjwas founa in 
the doctor’s office, and also the "glass in which 
he had mixed the fata! dose. 

Dr. Gyles was born in Ireland 65 years ago, 
and came to this country while young. For a 
time he was proprietor of a drug atere at 112 
Ninth-avenue, 6 leaves & Widow and one son.
